While they goedowne,while yer RY iey thought 
of nothing to the purpoſe ; Gelaworns had t; the Horſes tothe 
Alders,and was come to the Caue; into which he being received, they 
ynder-ſct the ſtone (that ſhut the entry) with the barres,and ſet them- 
ſelues to counlell. Polierchns thought belt to fend away his freed-man, 
who ſhould enquire out all; what offence he was charged with? what 
new rigor this was inthe King ? and finally ,in theſe extremes, whether 
his tricnds continued faithfull > A profitable aduice (faid Timeclca ) 
Poliarchn;,it thou did{tnot know, that the firſt queſtion men will aske 
Gelanorss {hall be ,vvhere thou art hidden : of his faithfulneſle I do not 
doubt at all; but if he chance among thine enemies, perhaps, with tor- 
rures they will wring the truth outot him, Gelanoras offended there. 
at, anſwered, that where it concerned his Lords ſafery,no whips, no 
racke could breake him. That hee knew beſides how to decciue his 
enemies: thathe would goe molt like one amazed, and if any, either 
{tranger, or ſuſpeRed, enquired afrer Polarcbar, with a voyce that 
might procure credit, he wouldrell them, that he was out of the world, 
Neuher was it altogether contrary to truth, ſince hee was vnder the 
carth,and ſaw not the light of the Sunne. Tothoſc that asked ater the 
manner ot his death, he would faine, that terrified with the Kings pro- 
clamation, hee fled, and takingthe River Himzra inthe night,milt the 
Ford : fo he tell from his Horle, and loden with his Armes, was {v/al- 
lowed vp of the waues (and at that time by chance opportunely fieting! 
t!1s deuice, Hiumxra was {welled aboue the banks. Tothis (faith he) 1 
1!l adde, that I could giue my Lordno helpe, when Ifaw him with 
the turous whirtke poole carried into the Sea. With this hon the re 
pLo1t of thy death will bee fpred abroad, then which nothing can bee 
more commodious tor our affaires. For both it will ſativhe thy ene. 
14c3,and will ind compaſſion in others, who loue to yu gloriouſly 
ot Vertue vodeterucdly ruined. After this,the Watch that ſhuts vpthe 
Ports aid Ships will be diſcharged; and the ſearch that wee heare is 
nade tor thee, being 21en ouer, it will not bec hard for thee either to 
\1de thy {elfe, or to flic the Land, Nor can wee more ſafely faine any 
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nd of deat!1,thenſuch aone as leaues no relikes of thee behind. Thy

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his Mattcr had gwen hum that liberne. 
Thus lubtiity of (Gelanorns contented them all : bur Polharchu ad. 
&cd that if he met with Arfidas, vv hom of all Siciltians heecipecially 
trulted, hee ſhould not (hcke rorell him all thc truth a5 it was and nn 
is name defare him, that he would not de atraid to viſe him, vaderly. 
wp an vn worthy mildhicte. Or it he could not doe that, yet at lcalt hce 
would cntru(t to Gelanors; ſuch things as were neceflary tor his know- 
ledoe. Archombrotus aduiſed, that when he had ditpatcht hee ſhould 
OL CELurne directly to the Caue; for neither could he be ea(ily heard 
knocke,nor was it without danger of ſuſpicion, it any ſhould paſſe by 
in the way necre it; but that returning to Timocleas gate, he ſhould vic 
211009 her ſeruants the ſame maske, with which hee had deceiued 0= 
thers,andwith forced mouming lament the deſtiny ot his Lord, as hee 
were dcad, Then by Trmerieas belpe he might lecretly come to Poli 
archus.Thev con':dered allo, how the houſhold {tufte,and the tcruants 
ot Poliarchny {(nould bee difpoled of, For he had turniſht a houſe nor 
vnhandomly, or ynfuceable to the Kings fauour, But hee truſted not 
his (cruants; tor he bad of his owne Nation onely Gelanormi: the reſt 
were cuher torreiners, or tor the molt part vaknowne vnto him. Nor 
dd hc greatly care tor his goods, beingncuer withourt lewels of a great 
valuc,and ſome quantitic of gold ſewed vp ſecretly within hisclothes, 
that Fortune mig|1t, not haue all power oucr him, if abſent from his 
other meanes. Whether therfore Melrander had ſcared tor himiclt his 
2oods,as belonging/to a condemned perſon, or his hurelings and {laues 
Pa made pillage of them ; Gelanorur was commanded toſtirreno- 
thine, but A$ from 1 COLLenmng houlc ro withdraw his necke from the 
ruine.

Thenthey deliucred him cu{tnons, vpon which 
to relt himicltc, apd candle: : (for Tumor loa had brought dwers Gul 
hct) and returning the lame way thatthey came, they went to their 
beds. What 7 #/44yrchay thought, and how much he gaue way to his 
indignation and co plawts,you may vaderftand by this that he to, he 
no more carc br !jis life, then he C16 ro dice braucly; andyer knew thar 
vpon hus te depended thote, which he valued at a much higher race. 
Glancrwr, atier he had let hve Lords Houle looſe, and with his rod 
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made him take his courte athberry,leaptypon hisowne,and went the 
way appointed. And when he was come almoſt to the Woods fide, 
where thc day betore Poliarchns had tought, he {aw three Litters, and 
diuers on horicback accompanying them, atter whoma troope of foot 
did follow. Whither this pompe wasled, hee hada mind to know. 
When he drew necrer them, he perceived, that they were funerall Lit- 
ters, and the men in mouming habit. Aﬀrighted with the diſinall 
Omen,hee eaquired of oneot the hindemolt company, whoſc Obie. 
quiesthey celebrated. Hee anſwered, that they went for the bodice 
of the Embaſſadours, whom the day before, Poliarchwr, againſt the 
right of Nations, had ſlaine. Gelaworas trembled and debating with 
hunfelte,what tricke of cunning that was, or what his Maſters offence, 
that he might learne the certainty thereof,he went with that company, 
vntill among their funerall lamentations, he ſaw the body of the man, 
whom at the skirr ofche Wood, Poliarchas had kild as he was runnin 
away taken vp intothe Litter, Then it a lufhcencly that thoſe 
aſſailants which had fallen vypon Poliarchas, were the Commiſhoners 
trom Lacogenes to Meleander, Bur why was the revenge fo furiouſly 
haſtened 2 Why had not Pelierchas atime giuen him toanſwer for 
himſclfe? Might then Embaſſadours rob wi puniſhment ? and 
would the King be fauourable to his enemies more then to his owne? 
Rather the victor ſhould be rewarded for his valour,andthe Pmbaſſa- 
dours (laine intheir villany,bee nailed vpon a crofle in ſtead of a fune- 
rall. 

Theſe things while with a confuſed and repining pictic he had in his 
mind, {0 enraged he grew, as hee loſt both his colour and voyce, and 
held it beſt ola that ſpectacle, with which he began to be turioully 
mad. Curſing therefore their enemies, he galloped the next way to the 
Kings quarter. Bemg cometothe other {1de of the Wood, the Sunne 
now being long fince rilen,he ſaw many in the way,and of them a good 
part {ouldiers, by whom the Kings Campe being necre-hand,it was 
much trequented. Among the relt, he met with 7 wnemdes, of good 
cliceme in Af-(randers Court,who allo carctull of Polharchars, did wane 
der abroad of purpoſe,that he might learne what was become of him. 
He,whch hc knew Geſanorns ; O (quoth he ) happily met ; but where, 
1 211 this trouble,is Polrerchus? When he mindtull of the cunning hee 
tad pronted, icarce lifting vp his deiected eyes vpon 7 uwonde1, an- 
LN red, that Polbarchns had been aliue. Bur then kindnefic and loue 
wore of more torce in Trwwenider, then the trare of the preſenceſtace of 
things. He Boodas if he ſhould prophecy : and atlength ſobbing our 
ccte wards (Ovntortunate cogether with Meleander, Sicily |) turned 
1s loric aw ay. It was no mcanc corntort to Gelanorns that the tamed

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death of his Lord was lamented with ſorrue,and not concealed torrow, 
Nenherhad T amwomides gone farre, when hee returnc.l agatic to him : 
and what (faid he) was the fatall end ofthat moſt worthy man? How 
tuddenly,or by whom was he ouerthrown? When he tearcd the Kings 
Proclanation againſt him (antwered G«/anorns ) hee aduentured to 
iecke a Foord inthe darke ouer Himara. But the Ruver (wolne with 
raine,carried him away as hce attempted it, and as farre as by ſtarre. 
liphe 1 could diſcerne, tumbled hun into the Sea hard by, Timonides 
againe exclaimed ,andto report this extremelt milchicte, preſently crook 
his ay toward the King. Wiuh him lo enraged not tarre off er fidas 
met,to whom onely P e{1archus had willed Gelamorns to cormurt his 
molt ſecret countels ; him Timonide: filled with the horror of his bale- 
full newes,and ſhewedl him who inquired for hun, Ge/aworws comming 
toward him. With that,as he had begun to doe, hunſclte ſpurred has 
Hotte roward the Kings Campe. Arſ1das going on to CGelanernys, and 
[lightly faluring han, preſently began to enquire of his Lord. But hee 
cold him, that they were great ecrcts that hee brought. If Arſidas 
would withdraw outof the way, whennone marked him, hee would 
follow. Arſidas yeelded to his counfell, and now began to hope well, 
for that as yet Gelamarm: had not complained at all of Po/.uchu his 
death. 

There was a ſolitary place inthe next valley where whenthey were 
together, Gelanerns thu: firlt began : Poliarchws lives, Arſidas,but de- 
fires onely thy fclte may know hee 18alive. In a Mine digoed vnder 
Tumecleas houlc hc 15 concealed, by the taithtulneſle of the Lady.

By this obie&t, eArgens put in minde of h&rlofle, doth feede her 
ſelfe with her ſolitary griefe.

Though in 
that ſhe pointed out Lacegener, yet with lome vuwillingneſle (hee re- 
membred her fathers fault. Now they were come iato the Palace,and 
the Lords being gone to refreſhthemſclues, almoſt nove butchoſe of 
his Chamber tarried with Meleander. The King ws of that priuacie, 
and with Argens remooued fromthem alſo: Thy age and Sexe, my

Inthe meane time, Heralcon lay. like a ſuppliante , the 
King, who was turned from him,to be conſulting ofhispun nor 
wanted there ſome that called the King back tothe merry of 
him,that feared fo vainely,and made yp the Play: ſome as: were 
ſucers for his pardon z others crying out to haue him puniſhed. Bur 
Meleander {huddercd at the remembrance of Poliarchns; it ſeeming a 
cruelty to him,ifhe ſhould with the ſcorne of an idle fable, caſt a re- 
proch ypon his name, whoſe death he reckoned as hiscrime : therefore 
delivering Heralrenfrom his teare,he willed him to go his Wayes,pre- 
rending, that thoſe trifles had long hindred moſt ſerous af- 
faires ; for word alſo was brought, that Lacogenes was at hand ; whom 
with what countenance he ſhould receiue; what words he ſhould vic 
to him ; having a while con{1dered, atlength he went into his bed- 
chamber,and leaning his hand ypon the next chaire, he began of pur- 
ſe to talk ro Argenis, For Licogenes ied with a very few of 
1s followers,and thoſe(that he might ſeeme not to doubt at all) difar- 
med,was cometo Magella; not by the integritie of his conſcience, but 
by knowing the Kings diſpoſttion, and the aftcStions of thoſe which 
were about the King made proudly ſecure : he came alſo by poaſt,wil- 
ling to auoide,either the trouble of, a ſolemne andipompous entrie; or 
the enuic of x, which was not conuenient for him in that time, Diucrs 
of the Kings faithfull ſeruants, and amongthem, Timemder, conman- 
ded by the King, as of their owne accord, met himat the Caltle gates, 
and brought him lottily {welling, to the chamber w which the King 
WAS.

Burt when Licogenes was comencerer, and wichin a few 
paces ot hun,the King thea ſodainely look! him with a moſt 
chearctull countenance, gaue him, chat to kifſe his knee, his 
right hand ; adding,that hee was wekcome,and ſuch other words as 
are vſuall in incertarunencs of courtehie. But Licogener in his reſpec- 
tive ſubmiſh none ofhis Arts, by which retaining his owne 
greatueſſe of mind ED Geng be baſe, and 
might aſſure thoſe ofhis Hon, whereof many were preſent, that yet 
once againethe an be reuiued and himſelte their Leader. Hee 
briefly excuſed the neceſſity(as he termed it)othis Armes, to which he 
was driven by thoſe that lay in wait for his life : that heneither would 
haue tarried for conditions,nor the publike faith, bur that he mighe 
c be ſafe from the ſaine his enemiesabout the King, Mcleandey 
replied ; That not only all diſlikes muſt be laid away,bur alſo all me- 
mory oft them; that the next day in the Temple of Pallas, the Gods 
ſhould be witneſſes of their reconcilation. Then they fell into other dif- 
courſe both offaigning them content, and which is the perperuall Arr 
of Courr-loue. | 
Enrymedes by the command of Meleender had that day inuited Lics- 
emer and the chicfe of his followers to dinner; and beſides ſome of the 
blemen of the royalleſt;among whom was Dawalbras who though 
a ſtranger,did giue place to no Sicilian in faithfully louing the King. He 
was inthe ſermce ofthe Gods,of the ranke ofPrieſts, her ofthe 
Purple Robe,and had dignified fo great an honor with infinite gifts of 
the mind. Able he was, and not weak for affaires; the beſt of all men 
ro chuſe his friends firtt and then to keepe them. In ſo happy a nature, 
the delicate beauty ofhis knowledge, and the confortſhip of the Muſes 
<41d more ſhine, of which no one was excluded by thoſe his verrues, 
which ſeemed onely framed for vic and emploinents : neither did hee 
ſcape without his wp ; forrune, as often her faſhion is, puniſhing 
in a worthy manthe owe of verruc,and the defireof learning. For he 
had once an Vnkle, the chicte Prieſt, who when he | 
ferred his kinſmen according to their merit, was with ſo ynexpeRted 2 
cragick-fruer ſnatcht from hun, as the fireworks which were dcfigned 
tor the trunnph of lus miftallment, dd lerue to kindle the funcrall pile.

For that by his commande- 
ment the Embaſſadours —— by s Gare ,and he that had fo 
offended, by ſecrer packing free from, prniſhment ; and now out of 
danger in lcaly, was ready, perhaps, to be imployed jn the like, and as 
great miſchietes. Theſe thmgs Licogenes ſpake ſparingly, and onely to 
thoſe who were not affected ro ' MMelrander : but his followers with 
more licentiouſnefle,did ſecke to throw infamy vpon the King. For 
an occaſuon of new garboiles was hunted for, nor were the wanting, 
who reported theſe beginnings of troubles to M leander . He irmmoue- 
al ably periifted mn his tormer thew of mildaeſſe; that the careleſneſſe 
«ch had hurt his affaires betore, he might now infuſe into his ene- 
mies. Beſides, the difloyalties of Licogener, and the perill of his cltate : 
his mind was more confirmed by the manly conſtancy of Argraus: who

Pardon, I befeech you, 
the freeneſſe which your bounty hathereated in me;perchance it would 
lc better for vs once to periſh braucly then being obnoxious to fo ma 
ny iniuries,to hold the Kingdome during pleaſure. The King throughly 
moued with her courage rayled beyond her Sexe,refolued to put in cx- 
ecution the ſcucrity, ot which he had long dchbcrated. To which 
purpoſe he thought it beſt to go dwell ay Epeirte, as the fitteſt place 
to make war,or if inforced,to flyc trom;in which he had long ſince (to- 
red vp,whatſocucr was neceflary (though (till vader other prerexts)tor 
cither fortunes, Epeircte is a mountaine in the territory of Panormus, 
of certaine miles in compalle: the toote of ut is tixe you ſteepe and rag- 
ped rockes : but after the fides ypon thale acceſſible ones are rai. 
(cd to a conucnient height jt aftords by degrees an eaſter aſcent, till thou 
comm'(t yponthe top to alarge plainezip the which there is a knolefir- 
ly placed, as it ne a nature for a Catradell, that the former King had 
fortified ; the relt ofihe mountaines top was peopled with a preuty 
Towne and beſides, with many ſcattered and pleaiant houſes. On that 
ſide that lookes into the Sea,there was a Hayen (that had w tit 
(elfe in among, the ſtones) able to recczue any ſhip : the entry tairel 
calc ; the water deepe,and by the mountaines compaſſing itabour,ſate 
trom all weather. This Haucn lay fo vnder the command of the 
Towne ,as without their leaue that heldit, neither could any ſhips come 
11,nor a thorow path bc paſled whichiled trom the Sea to the Towne; 
but onthe tide that looks tro Land ward there were onely two paths,by 
which i was poſſible to clyme the mountaine, and them allo in the 
lamcmanner detended. It was allo a great calc to the Inhabitants of 
FEpcirte, that vv here it had no buildings,it yeelded rich and firtile pa- 
ſtures tor cartell ; and that they might/with reaton eficeme the fituati. 
ON,a fauour of the Gods, they \WCere prouded ot plenty ot Springs,and 
breathed a moſthcalthtull aire, in which no venumous beatt did liue. 
Atthe toote ofthe path that led tromthe Port, there ſtood an Image 
ot Ceres, with a Crown ot \Whcatc-carcs, & her Charior with a paire 
ot flying Serpents » okcd to ut: a5 tro admonmth ſuch as paſſed that w ay, 
of he o deuourt,and not to goc on without laluringthe Dei, nor to 
neplot the contecrated fone, which 1 Antike letters did make the 
( oddeſic li eakc atrct this mannc: :

Meleander had vicd long beforeto there as taken with the 
pleaſantneſle of the place, and pretending a loue of hurting, which the 
Counucy about did afford. The fairhfulnefle of his ſouldiers lay there 
in Garriſon ; and left, if fortune ſhould crofle his purpoſes, hee alſo 
ſhould hinder his eſcaping, mnder dwers pretexts he had brought ſome 
otthe Royall Galleys into that harbour. And making choile of his 
times, he had carried ito that caſtle whatſoeuer of mlue his predeceſ- 
{ors had gathered together: a greatquantity of Iewels,and many bran- 
ches of Corall, which they had fiſhed out of the next Sea ; outlandiſh 
Purpiegy hich i ſeuerall ages being gogen together, the oyly Murex 
with her tincture had preferued, and kept faire. Gold and (iluerPlate, 
whereot but few were of new worke : the great number of a more 
rude faſhion were reſpected for antiquities ſake. Of Coynes there was 
10 great ſtore,the Treaſury being exhauſted by the Princes bounty, 
whuch yet at Iength,the doubt ot what was to come, had much aba.. 
ted. 

The King to Argens onely had diſcovered his intentions ; that hee 
purpoled to reuenge the wrongs Goneto his Regall authority. If Li. 
coremes and the other rincipals otthe faction could ,vnder pretence of 
airy ſeurrall occaſho «bh drawne together to the Court (for now they 
were departed unto euerall quarters of the Country) that he would 
brug them all to their triall and puniſh them. To this end he had cho- 
len þ wars, as molt conucment ,which both commanded the Coun. 
trey about it, and held the Sca free. Perhaps,this ſharpereſſe will make 
the reltto ſtoope, who now preſfuming of my clemency,arc bold to of- 
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fend. Bur if the warre ſhall be reuwed wahmore fury, and my deuice 
prouc vutortunate , 1 vv i} quit this moſt ingratefull Land, and 
moarking with thee m my Gallies the reſt of my creaſures, will fate 
to Atrica; neither ſhall wee want there forme that entertaine me, 
though I fly: and ether my ſelte being fo aged, or thou in theſe yecres 
not worthy of this calamiry, ſhall a © TOITUNCS rage. If this cuill 
forrune bet all vs, I will entruſt Epei conely ro E s, he (hall 
with a number ot {eleted men defend it to the laft. In the meane 
time ( my Childe) Sicily (hall be plagued tor our injuries, and being 
torne 11 peices with buter hatred among the px pryn themſclues, 
the common people allo tinding their error, will with a fad account 
reckon what wee were, what they are. |For neuer will they agree in 
ſharing the rewards of their wickednefſe, nor will they all hnke them- 
(clues to Lacogenesr, Many there are which wiſhed [ might be ſhaken, 
nor oucrthrownec, vO being by the Cares amoing chem clues, part of 
them will caſt their eyes ypon vs, and our returne will (perhaps) bee 
wrought by them, by whole difloyaltie we were forced to fly. Then 
in the meane while, Argems, retire thy felte intothiat Fort : for I am 
afraid that we mult tuddenly make an gftentwe warre, or Nand vpon 
our defence. One thing be carefull of, that thou receive not into th 
company any wormnan,of whole taithfulneſſe thou artnot aſſured. Ir 
is cnough for vs (Daughter) ro be hurt by the treachery of men. 

To theſe Argenw commcnding the braue reſolution of her father, 
and per{wading him to try his fortune /in a renowned warre, (hee ad. 
ded,that ſhe had hitherto with her bettcare raken heede that no wo- 
man whole difpofhtion was not well knowne, ſhould hauc cate acceſle 
to her tarharity. But ater they were parted, ſhee began with her 
(clte diligently ro contixder what woman the King aduited her to take 
hced of, or which ot thoſe that ſeruedher, were di{hked by him: And 

relently acquainted Selemſſa with it,| not knowing it was ſhce,that 
band in doubt of Tiwecles, had with fecrer craft rendred her ſuf. 
peed to Melrander. And then the fubrill old w oman(though (hee 
VWAs glad hcr cunmmg ptolpered (0 ell) <&d talicly taine tO LArgonts, 
that the wondred who had put thole doubrs mto Aelrander; head. 
Bur the cautc of her arhing at 71wecdfca was this: She found that Ay. 
gems was taken with the good offices which 7raneclea had done for 
Fobarchnu & fearcd left her treth, & moi pleaſing merits ſhould bring 
the Lady inco a neerer degrec of tauokr with her,then her old acquain- 
tance held, Vexed thertore with the ſings of enuie, ſhe turned her ſelfe 
tothe malice and nutctictcs which ate tanmthar m Courrs, Yer Cid ſhe 
(nc23kec nothing opeiny agan {t TE {e«:tor both her cunning and her 
bulucilc had bceenc wht, (#4 Ar gens: il ould hauc dilcour red her travd. 
Betwics 
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Beſides (hee knew that ſhe ſhould be the more miſchieuous an enemy 
to the Lady, if it were not knowne thag ſhe haced her. Shce therefore 
had alledged diuersreafons,ro proue that it was beſt for Argenus ci. 
ther to forbeare doing her any fauours, or at lelt ro delay them. Wilc 
thou (ſaid ſhe) haue 7 awocles know thar ſhe is thus rewarded for hi. 
ding Poharchns? wilt thou that the private coucnants"of loue be. 
tweene her and thee ſhall bee knowne to many ? Thou ſhale rruely 
doe more diſcreetly, if as out of thine owne diſpoſition thou fauour 
her in ſome reaſonable mealure; that ſhe may belecye thy benefirs to 
be a courtefie,not a reward. But let her continue ather owne houſe ; 
ſuch an iniurie of thy family would not bee vnſuſpeded, 1 ſuppoſe 
(which the Gods alſo graunt) that it never come withour danger to be 
knowne to the common people, that the ſaued Poliarchas, But what 
will this ſtranger, Archombrots; ? He knowes how much (he defer- 
ued of him; and will he not perceive that thou payeſt her the reward 
for it, if o ſuddenly thou doe u? 

With theſe and more of the ſame Seem prouided for her ſelfe,ra- 
ther then for her fofter-childe Aram. gr. 9 of fauour, in 
which (hee flood vaerly overthrowne, if were any beſides her 
(clfe, from whom nothing ſhould be concealed : but focratrily, and fo 

ſhee went it, INE of 
Argenis. The perperuall and balefull miſchiefes of Princes ; which 
when fuch as arc in fauour, mder colour of helping or aduiſing , doc 
larishe their enuie , and ſometimes the thoſe: they hate, with 


ſes, that when they itendto- ſpeake all, they may bee the berter 
acd : Sothar ſs in private raiſed thoic filſpmions which 
the King had apprehended againſt Tameciea; that (hee had in times 
paſt fauoured £ ,and notwithſtanding was beloucd by thevn- 


wary Argems. And to Argemis {hee would the praiſes and me- 
rits of Lady, with che thew ofthe which ecefaring her, 
did ſceme to be worth fearing : And for that in part it was true that 
ſhe put her in minde of it, tooke that efteR that Trmoriea found ſcarce 
any more with Argem: then before : ſauing that ſometimes, 
wan 25 £ accuſtomed ſhe came to viſit her, ſhe did vic her famili- 
arly andat her madc her ſome preicar, alwayes ſeeking a fir 
occaſion for ſhewing her —_ 

About that time Argemir,as ſhe was commanded, [bury anes accom- 
panug her, who thea by chance vpon ſome occaſion of butnefſe was 
at the Court, went to Epeirte, Not longatter, eltander, when hee 
was going thither, ranne a great hazzard of h13 lite, whether by the 
trechery ot his owne or by the will ot the deltmies, labowng 
oO procure grace and awour with han for <A clhombr try.

1 Lake not abouc ainde about, the bankes whereof were plai 
uen; bur a little further in the water very drepe, and the Iib- 
rye. The Kings Coachmahn turned dowi it, as it 
tor the fairer way. The many Chariots which had paſſed that way, 
hauing, made in the ground many cart-rakes, left no reaſon to feare at 
all : when, behold, rhe Kings Coach-horſes, either taking a fright of 
themiclues, or (kung withthe Gnats of thoſe Fennes, or clic by tre- 


chery ot their guider, ſhaking their manes, and ras ques 4 caſtwg 
vp ther heads, ranne h into the Lake: all choſe which were in 


the erane,witha fearetull ſhrike crying out, but a few offering to hel 
him; euher with teare in atume nor Gee t,taking care efebemelues, 
or that the deſperare face of fo fludden a danget them,had 
bereft them ofall naturall powers. Among thoſe which with faith- 
tulnefle tollowed the Chanor, as it v9 ran where no way was ; 
no man made fo much ſpeed as eArchombrotus: one while he called 
vpon the Coach-man to pull ac his horſes heads; another to the King, 
to leape out ofthis Chariot into the water, which yet was not a mans 
11c1ghtdeepe. In the meane time the Chanor wenton , and now the 
water had couered the foure wheeles. But then Archombrore; with 2 
manly darirg, becauſe his horic hindered by the water,made nothaſte 
enough, leap & from his backe mro the warer, and at with all 
{pced getting vp to the Chariot in ſo wft an inſtant, Alcleander 
(who was willing to be fo freed)by his clothes behind,out of the Cha- 
not,t!at almoſt inthe tame moment (the Lake growing in that place 
deepe with a downe-right poole) twallowed vp the Chariot and 
all % Horſes. The weight of the King talling ourot the Chariot , did 
ouerthrawe Archombrogns, helped allo with the y bortome of 
farclay, andthe motion of the water which cameto their ſhoulders : 
Neither did the King lefic {trive ro get firme footing; fo as if they 
vere wrelthng, they had hold ot one another, when now euen yeel- 
ding to the water that was got aboue them,he neereſt of their friends 

drew them our. | 

When Melcander was come to land, the mage of fo great a danger 
as he had eſcaped, appeared both to huntelte and thoſe which were 
about hun more hortid, That elpecally augmented hs horrour, 
that haumg no $Kill in {4 ming, hc had certauely beene loft , if Ar.

While he tpake in this manner for T oharchas, Argenis 
beheld hum eipecially glad for that Afeleander did heare him moſt 
willingly. Thatnone therefore hinder & faire and hopetull be. 
ginnings,ſhe added,chat Arfidas flogd in the ſame citare that Poker. 
cha did ; of whom all report that he remaine in Italy,as ifhe was ba= 
niſhed. Nor is he with avy other crime charged, then that hee cagried 


Poliarchrs away, Of Arfidas his faithfulneſſe (Sir) thou doeſt nor 
doubt at all ; and perhaps in this fa he hath deſeryed better of vs,then 
of Pelrarchas. If yet he be counted an offender, ] make it my ſute,char 
you will grant him-to me; although ſo long as Peliarchas is reckoned 
a condemned man, or a delinquent, he cannox be acqui _ 
being thus beateo defend «Ar/ides, becaule it was comioyned with the 
buſinefſe of Poliarchw,all ofthem, for the Princeſſe her ſake,did wil- 
lingly conſent to her motion.

By chance,when theſe things were Ak of, Archombrotas was 
with /barrener, with whom by ſore acquaintance, bur eſpecially 
by the commendation of Meleander, he was growne familiar; they 
were walking in the Kings gallery ,and Archombrors:; being a (tranger 
to the State of Sicily, when he had ſomerimes heard the Hiperepha- 
111 named ; asked him, what difterence there was berweene themand 
the other Inhabicants of Sicily ; why their names, their purpoles, and 
their forces were ſeuered. /barrencs defiring to informe the young 
man tully, pauſed a lixtle, and then thus : We haue guen this 
name to them ot Hiperephaniz, out ofthe nature of their ſuperſtition; 
their faction troubleſome to Princes, was in our daies begun, having one 
I ſieunlca tor their author. He deipiting the Religion, which hath euer 
been profeſſed in Sicily,was tw bring in a new one, and trouble 
the quiet of fuch munds, as cither pride or too much ſ1mplicitic made 
fu for ham to prey vpon. Some therefore were arnbitious of diflenting 
with tuch a Teacher from the belicte of theis anceitours : others were 
decriued by his eloquence ,ningled with a {hew of piety. To theſe was 
added a furious loue of noucly,to blinding their loules, that the barba. 
rous deuices of / fmalcagantcd not thoſe that commended them ; not 
out of the wilde and turtheſt partsof the world, but (which isto be ad- 
muced )ceuen of the tofter children of Qaly., Although there be nothing 


more 
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more "py then thoſe Monſters with which he polluted hs{choolesthar 
I am 2(hamedto relate his madues,foful df contumely wo the Gods. He 
denyed that any man commits a ſinne, but he whom the Gods compell 
'wO FA t,and have predeſtined him to the ſame : that howlocuer chou | 
{trive againſt ſue, be innocent in thy life among men, and liberall in 
the {cruice ofthe Gods , he yer aftirmes, that by this pietic thou axr 
made nothing the dearer to the Gods, For that all thele arc not the 
vertue that Ph render men acceptable to the Gods, but onely the 
fignes ofthat vertue. Further,that there is no difference in ſmncs, but 
n them chat commit then : for thoſe with whom the Gods were dut- 
pleaſed ſhould they bur fteale a few Por-herbs, diddeferve whatſoe- 
uer the Furies, rae bo Pocrs make them, could inflidt : but the others, 
not with Parricide, not with Incelt, could (lake the friend{hip which 
the Gods had contra&cd with them. So fromthe fame myer of ſinne 
theſe ro come out vntouche, thoſe polluced and hlehy;as if thou doelt 
thru{t voder water any kinde of water-fowle, thou mayſt pull thein 
out with.drie feathers ; where other birds in tlic ſame water, and held 
there a lefle time, doe loſe the faſhion and vie of their wings : other 
frenſes of I fimnlca, 1 forbeare to ſpeake of ; nor would theſe mon« 
firous things have found followers any longer time,had they not hap- 
pened yponthe infancy of our Kings,n which for the moſ] parts thoſe 
which are of turbulent humors,can neicher be kept from ill, nor puni- 
ſhed for it. This diſeaſe was increaſed by the cagerneſle of the factions, 
and ſome of the Nobility made therniclues Leaders of the Hiperzpha- 
ny, that then were in a1) VProre., Buec then in molt wotull manner was 
Sicily from the one end to the other, plagued with ( will Armes; 
and as many asloued the licencioutnes of rebellion, reuoleed to the Hi. 
perephany,being bold allo ro bring their Colours into the held again} 
the King; themiclues. _—_ then eſcaped their furic : the Altarsof 
the Gods were trodden vnder foor their Temples raced the Towns de- 
faced with fire,and the nouelty of their doctrine coriecrated to the Fu- 
ries, inthe blood of their owne Countrimen.So many yeres bewg paſt, 
lince thournayelt yer ſee the Cities, as it were mutilated, the rootes and 
pimacles of the Temples being broken doywne,v hich they haue ſhewed 
their rage vpon. In thoſe garboiles they did fo ſeparate, and in a fort 
Jiuorce themſcluces fromthe other Sicthans, that as making arother 
Countrey,and another people, not in making of Peace ard Leagues, 
would they fncercly communicate with the re(t of the Nation; and be - 
mg tofled by their vnquiet diſpoſx:on, they alwaycs euher threaten 
\Warre or fearc it. 

Their minds thus affeed, what free power of command doeſt thou 
thike,the Kings could have ouer them ? Cazies, Souldicrs, Hawen,nay 
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al:nott whole Prouinces,the poſſeſſed, out of which they dildainefully 
confult, how much they may with their owne conuenicncy ſpare the 
King, how farre deſpiſe and retuſe him. If cither for his warres, or 0- 
ther atfaires they promiſe their aſſiſtance as meritingthanks,they brag 
ot that fdelity,forgertiog,that of ſubics thoſe couchants arc Not 
required,neirher that they ſhould need ſo often to renew them,if once 
they were firme and (table, farre like confederates, then ſubiccts they 
aide, & arccither friendsto the Kings chgpcajoragpirt them:thus do 
they carry themſelues,as Arbiters boch of the Kings andthe Gods, pro- 
portioning what they oweto cither,not by the Lawes and cuſtomes of 

their Countrey,but by their 0wne humours. How great plagues this 
conmaoion doth threaten to Sicily itno man [{hould wmforme thee, thou 
wouldeſtcaſily fee. For as thoſe hatreds arc molt wreconcileable,that 
burne out ofthe contentions of differentReligions; itis with reaſon to 
be teared, that at one time or at other, the perepany, what with 
their owne forces they cannot, though with the deſtruction of their 
owne Countrey, will lccke to obtamnc, by murng torrainc Nations, 
and thoſe that cnuie vs, not more tothe warre,then to the prey and as 
t were, tothe poſle(ſion of Sialy. Bur it the Gods, org ord mcrci- 
full, preſerve vs fromthat; yerhow great are thoſe which we both ſee 
and feele > If children bee offended wiuhtheir Parents; if Noblemen 
with the King, immediately chey with a counterfeit profeſſion, throwe 
themlclucs into the Set as a certaine kind of infranchiſement; not be- 
wg 1norant, that therein they principally hurt themiclues, bur at fo 
lugha pricethey are Content to buy the torturing of {uch as they ma- 
I:22c. What ſhould! I ſpeake of the Veltall Nunnes 2? What of the 
Prieſts > When they grow weary of liuing chalte, they prelently re- 
nounce their Religion, and hired with the reward of inceltuous matri= 
aves, bertake theni{clucs ro the Hiperephany. With theſe ajaws 11a and 
that hberyic of diſputing and luing, the common fort are made tO Wa- 
uer ; that firſt, what Cods there are , or how to be worſhipped, they 
are in doudt; and {raight with an wnorant,and wicked arrogance doe 
hold nothing {acred nothing certaine of the Gods. So by thi umpiery, 
the {eruice of the Cords doth! ufter;and withall, trets into the peace of 
the C Whimnon cal : and waitcyth tic {ircngrh f difeael Shed,

Land, will ob(tinatcly wed themſclues to the faftion, So with indig- 
nation,and the tempeſt R——_ ,they will indeed ſuck vpthat ſu- 
perſtition into their minds; Which if no man had prelt them, they 
would cither carcleſſe haue negleCted, or looking quietly vpon it,of 
their owne accord have condemned.

theſe in their owne nature more negligent of their own fide and which

He came 
to CMeleander without his Guard, and fralted with him without 
Armes,that he on the other fide wight noe feare to truſt hunſclte in his 
hands. He returned allo bis Army into Sardinia, that being too ſtrong 
might not render him ſuſpected. Yer bis houſhold ſeruancs, and the t 
lowers of the Noblemen which were there with him, together with 
the Guardof hisperion, were aboue fixe hundred men, behdes the 
Rowers and Saylers of twe Galhes (for ſo many he retayned there)

this peſhilence is not onely guilty of the ills which it brings vpon vs; 


but of the good allo of which we are by it depri Bur thou wilt

come to the Aduorates, foto the Iudges. The writingmuch, hearing 
of miny thinge (though ir had beerrberter done ,itrmore corpendioul. 
ly) they ell at exceſſucprice; and thatthe more impiouſly , for that 
with all their crimes they charge Juſtice it ſelfe. Beſides , with the 
cuſtome of ſeeing and making wretched men, they dcueſi themſclues 
of all ſenſe ofharmanity, or rither doe not belecue thar iris a miterable 
thing ro be in law, So being obdutate ro all complaining , they are 
lirrl* moutd by any ſuppliants , ard if rhey ger nothing from them 
but reſpeR, they yer lowe ro hold them longer vnder their command. 
Other things wherein they daily , I doe not mention. For 
they that have put thee in minde of reforming theſe abuſes of the 
Courts , ſhould . hane 'complained of them in particular. The beſt 
way 15to conlder of the remedies tor theſe milchiefes : which it may 
be thou ſhalt beginte ro good purpoſe , with conſtructions of th1; 
nature. That the parties thernſelues , who are in fuice, ſhould preſence 
ehemielues mperion betorethe ludpes, ro the end that the butineſſe 
may not wholly depend vpon thefdelity of the Aduocates. For our

For by this courle, neither could 
wy dis-ioyned,be ſtrong enough to raile a powerfull mutiny ; nox 
with a long and ſuper{Iuous abode in their houſes, forget the duties of 
Souldicrs. Thoſe alſo which arerto attend che rm, rr not bee (hut. 
fled together in one Campe. Each thouland either _ by 
themſclues, or bee billered by lot in the abour che Towne 
where the King (hall reſide. Nor can the people,recriving ſo much be. 
netit by che Kings Court and Traine, being among them bee grieved, if 
they doe receive astheir Camarades, the Souldiersof the Guard. Let 
their meancs be plentiful, and never vnpaid ; bur the orders for their 
obedience, ftriftly, ſeucre. Stubbornnefle theft, and outragjous riots 
ler them bee ſharpely puiſhed. And left with idlenefſe they ſhould 
bee corrupted, let them with ſouldierlike exerciſes bee kept in ation, 
Now,before their Commanders, in throwing a Caſting..(taffe or Dart 
for a prize : now made to march with their Armes, thatthey may not 
be troubled at an expedition againſt the enemy ,as impoſing an excefſme 
labour ypon them. Let there be no Capraine, no Coronell, no Officer 
among them, bur of the Kings owneelection. Two thouſand ofthem 
ſhould be Horſe : To the ws. let Darts, Piles, or Pikes bee diſtributed 
accordingto the reaſon of warre, With ſuch Forces they were of opi- 
nion,that both any ſudden tumule might be quiered; and it the affaires 
did require a more powertull Army, young (ouldiers made fit for ſer- 
uwce, Neither did Exrymedes,as he ned elad a greater Army,nor 
Danalbins a leflc ; except that now a warre from Sardinia hanging 
oucr their heads, they | held it neceſſary to adde fornewhat to this 
pumnber ot Souldixers. 

AMecleander transferring this part of his cares to Ewyymedes, gauec his 
minde to thinke of other butnetles. Aboue all things he was carefull of 
Argem, She was favltlefte and one,in whom beſide her graces, to be 
enuied, there was not any thing out of due proportion: yer had ſhee 
been the cauſe of fo many ttormes. To get her in marriage, Lecogenes 
not atraid to perpetrate all manzer of treachery, was not preſently, nor 
without a bloody warre oueithrowne. To theſe rages of his, Redirs- 
banes was lucceſlour ,whereot the iſſue was yer vncertaine. Nor did he 
belecue thatthere would want others, the excellency ofthe Lady, and 
the inheritance of a Crowvne would {ct one fre ; Except that by confer 
ring the telicitie ypon. one, he did fertle the deſires of the re(t. Neither 
did the dead Selemfſa and Theocrine folong concealed, a little trouble 
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his perplexed mindg. At length he was fixedly refoluedto beſiow his

The next day ,ashe was by chance walking in the Orchyard, he cal. 
led Archombrotaralide : And You 1g man (tajd he) if anenemy, or a 
{traager ſhould enquire of thee how thou art diſcended,thou nnghee(t 
ſuſpect his curious inquiticon. Bur fince my ſelfe being thy triend, have 
beca content {olong] to bee ignorant of thy quality, aad now dehre to 
know it, why ſhouldett thou not belecue,thar I doe ir more for thy re.

them. For thou mutt know (how-cuer my Father and my felte doe 
conceale it) that old woman to haue diſcoucred ro Radirobewnrs my 
priuare correſpondence with Polarchus, and afterward tormented 
with the terrors of a guilty conkcience, and condemned by her iclte, as 
you know, with her owne hand brought her (elf co dettruction.

' Argenus well cheeted wich this promile, enquired of him what pre. 
tence he would make for his putting to Sea our of the land, There is 
(replied Arfidas) a part of Italy, which they call Latum. Vponthe 
Coall is the Promontory of Ant, a Towne famous for the Temple 
of Ferewne, which is there worſhipped with much Geuorion. 1 will 
faigne,that 1 haue made a vow to the Goddefle ; this piety will be vn. 
ſulpe&ed, When 1 am Jeare of Sicily, how many fictions will ſerye 
t© colour a longer voy=pe ? Buſmeſle,a curious diſpottion, finally, 0. 
tlicr religious Vowes, Onely command me, and it thou cant, inftru 
me whuther to dire my journey. It thou beeſt (laid Argenes ) refol. 
ved to doe me this favour, Ido (my Arfidas )wilh, that with « y befi 
dilgence thou wile make haſte. [Thou ſhake either find Pohiarchm in 
his owne Countrey,or vpon his way comming hither. This day ſhalt 
thou heare more of me,then did Selewfſa in lo many yeeres. There is in 
Gallia a Riuer, which they call Arar, that meetes with another, whoſe 
name is Rhodanus. The Countrey vpon the fides of both thoſe Rivers,js 
Poliarchw his Fathers Kingdome. His Pareras now are poſſclt of it ; 
this eftate himlelfe,their oncly lopne,is after themeto inherit. See what 
his qualitie is, whom thou ſhalt by thy good ſeruice obliege to thee, If 
therefore,as I gueſle,he be in his Countrey; feare not going out of thy 
way : the dumbe walles themſelues will dire thee to the Prince.One-« 
ly 7 be thou, which inthelc Letters 1 alſo vrge, perſwade him,that with 
2ll ſpeed he _—_ hwnſelte of his pronuſe z and returne not, reſting 
olely eoigh his fingle valour but ſeconded with the Forces of his King- 
dome. As torthe Forrane of Antium,(for by it muſt thou hold thy 
courſe) doe thou from me falure her, and in my name concerning thy 
ourncy and my hopes,confult with the Goddefle.To conclude, receive 
from me this Ring, which ſooften as thou leeſt ypon thy finger, may 
put thee inmind, that both imine & the Gallicane Princes preſeruation, 
doth depend vpon thy diligence. With theſe words ſhe delivered to 
hima Ring of very great valuc together with her letters to Poharchwy, 
He wel pleaſed with being intormd of Poliarchiu his Honor, did yet be- 
pn to onder,that with to many tricacies this Marruge was treated 
of, as it it had been berweene perſons of 1l[.futed condition; till Arge= 
1 calling toys made, he remembred the Law of Sicily,which for- 
badetheir Kings tro match with any State more powerfull ther their 
wwne, And certaine enough he was, that Aclrander wasnot only ob- 
{hate in revering the Laves of his Countrey, but among the re(t did 
r\cc{pecially wo admire, and extoll this Statute it ſelfe. Burthen did

There was ypon the ſhores ſide, a Tem- 
ple of a molt ancient dedication, which their anceſtors had conſeera- 
ted to Fortune. When Arfdas,the Inhabitancs ireo him, be- 
held it, he full of fileat prayers, did from thence ſalute the Deicy, and 
proſtrate [1imſclte vpon the ſand. Going on then to the doore of the 
Temple,the Prieſt preſently met him in a white Robe,bordered with 
Purple, His long white haire was ſpred ypon his ſhoulders, his head 
circled with a LawrelbGarland, and in his hand a ſtafte in like fort 
crowned. He,when het ſaw w mehe habic of a Traucker going 
into the Temple, cid thus gent] to hum: Whether thou comme! 
Newinr xch to make our Goddefic haue delwered thee 
om chings wihuch dit feare, and thou theretore ft a mind 
evo \deforn new fauours; eater, and thy (clfe betore a mot?

fete) mah won nr to thee. Then Ar ſidas: 
PR this habir to be the chiete Prieſt of this 
ace, before I make my tions to the Goddeſle for her fauour, 
'r | ſhoulderre in any t of religious Rites; inftruct mee in w hat 
fort I muſt be clenſed oy oe kinde of facrihce theſe ceremonies doc 
require, Beſides, whether Fereane doc adimit of i mthis habe 
of Trauellers,or no. For both Idefire to ſacrifice to the Goddefle, and 
the ſeaſon fit for my voyage, doth not endure any long delay. The 
Prieſt preſently ſhewed him a Fountaine, which was inthe Porch of 
the Temple : there he willed him to waſh his hands and hryeyes three 
times, m the meane time hee would bring him out a Robe and a 
Croyne. Tharthere were in the Court of the Temple, pure beaſtsof 
facrifice to be ſold, whether he that meant to vic them, would ofter e1. 
-her greater or leſſer ſacrifices. Goe then, Father ({ard Arfides) and 
inake choyce thy (elfe of ſuch as thou knowett to be beſt accepted by 
Fortxmne ; wthall hee filled his right hand with piecesof Gold, And 
while he diligently goes abour the preparation tor the feruice which 
he found of profit to ham, A-fda with all his followers drawing \wa- 
ter our of the Fownaine, was purified, Having then curſitorily viewed 
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the doore,lic tuck longer vpon an ancient Marble, which not far from 
theth reſbold d id preſent thee Verles rotholc that enred the Temple;

For that 
thou mayelt tully know my minde , it is {o neceffary,betore the cere- 
monies of thy nurriage,cthat I acquaint thee with certaine ſecrets, 
which may not be entrulted ro Letters,not ro Meſſengers: that if thou 
doſt negleR thy duery, I will deny my ſelte to be thy mother. I will 
linke my felte with Radirobancs, left thou ſhouldeft triumph ypon my 


nheritance, and asit werethe $poyles of me , whom with anguiſh of 


minde thou haſt brought to my end. I now doe thinke that 1 haue 
ftrictly enough delivered tus my charge to thee. I know thy dilpo- 
ſtion, which inno fortune gr trauclling thou canf(i put oft or change. 
But that thou mayelt nor concoiuc that 1 will trowardly be crofle to 
all chy delues ; 1 am notat all »gamſt thy dilcoucring to the King ot 
Sicily, that thou art ny lonne. Who it he de(ies thee tor his (onne-in- 
law, if with his daughter he w.ll aſſure Sicily ro thee: let him fend with 
thee ſome competent forces, with which thou may(t oppole the inua- 
ding Sardinians. I will promile that thou ſhalc relently returne into 
Sicily afer I hauc heere tound thee a lonne, and Redirobanrt an ences 
my. Farewell. This Letrer written to this tenour, when the de liue- 
red it to his feruant, ſhe added, that he would pertwade her ſonne, not 
toſtay any where betore he came into Africa, and that he ſhould reli- 
cioully oblerue choſe commands which ſhee had giuen in the ſame. 
The leruant, as became him, promiſed ro obey herinall : but not- 
withſtanding being by (tormy weather kept from putting to Sea two 
dayestogether, hear la{t was (carce out of the harbour, when Gelane- 
ru brought wor. that Poharchni was come. | 

But then Hyam/be proteſſing that theſe friendly forces were come, 
not without the nc ot the Gods, gaue order that Peliarchus 
ſhould be reccucd ypon the (trand with the ſtate of a King. Her fcife 
when he came into the Court, went to mcete him. Both the memory 
of the beach (hee had received, and the neceility of the helpe, which 
(hee now hoped from him, did double her ofhces of courtefie ro him. 
Shce talked with him as her fonne, but that with her kindenefle there 
Was 4 relpe ucnefle untermingled, Nor was hee detectiue in gruing 
me cauſe to commend him; 10 lubmifſive to the Queene, and with (5 
well-faſhioacd a modelty, carrying himſclte as the molt part of tuch 
Aa 4 as 
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as were preſent, dd in their applauding, as ifrhey had been the morher 
and the ſonne , joyne them. together inthe ſame vowes to the Gods, 
There were divers appointed at the ſhore to receive and entertaine 
his Capeaines and Souldiours. They were all by publike order quar- 
tered and lodged. The Moores with one voyce afhrmed ,that a freeing 
Nation aorooad tro Mauritama by any correſpondence , not reQuiring 
any Wages, Was COmme tO them, wi ho with the hazzard of their owne 
bloud, vw would protect chem being indangered. They therctore cmbra- 
ce them when they came ; and cuery one for his owne lake wiſh 
well co his Guett ; they alſo at their doores placed Wine ar id Gar- 
lands : So asthe Clalawoaddai not yet knowmg what courrehie 
the Atricanes fought at their hands that ſirangers ſhould be any where 
in the world better entreated then in their Gallia, But the Queene vde- 
ferring no longer, then hte (hce might bring Poliarchsr trom the 
Gate mto the Court, did thus fpeake to him : Behold , this is not ..

Bur 
now to make goodthis my bounty, either by thine owne defigne, or 
that of the Gods, thou art heere arrived with forces.

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But what conueniency is there: now of aſſembling the States of the 
whole Nation, whole authoring muſt ofneceſſity concurre to the gran. 
ting of Subſidies ? Poliarchus was amazed, being bred m a tree Monar- 
chy. Did not theathe Kingly Prerogatme?Did not the hazzacd of the 
State carry inthem force tufhcient to compellithe 849" to conribure, 
except themſclues by men of their owne election doe giue their aflent ? 
Shall then, forſooth, the fin-wes ofthe Empixe that is the treatury, bee 
in the power of the people ? Shall chey bee the moderators of attages 
of State and with that one power being made their Kings King, gaue 
the Law to all defignes, counſels, andforces of the Kingdome ?Quelti- 
onlefſe the true Lawes of Kingdomes did not brooke it : newther 
did it agree withthe ntle of an ablolute Monarchy. Then hee began to 
perſiwade Hyamzbe that (he ſhould labour to ſhake off that yoke of a 
molt pernicious cultome, with which the Moores had curbed the Scep. 
ters liberty. And that ne'v was the ficreſt time to make experience, 
whether the people would mdure it, when being afrard of an nua(i- 
on, they wauld belecue, that with that payment which the Queene 
had commanded,thry hail purchaſed their fafery. Thou ſhalt fecme 
(1a1d he) notto (trajine the Royall power to any innovations : but vp- 
on an in({tant and peeing danger, an extraordmary mdeed, but anc- 
cellary way,to require that mony from thy fubiects. Whicn it it take 
effect, will feruc tor a Prefident, chat in other dangers, without aski 
the peoples content, the {ame terror of neceſſiie will ferueto give naſe 
to a taxation. And that as to diſhked and lothed faſhions of things, by 
vie of {eeing them, ve are reconciled, o they by httle and little accuſto- 
med to it, wall be coment that butines ofthis nature ſhall depend folely 
vpon the Kings pleature, and that certainely with infinite good ofthe 
people who oficn arc abuled with the ſhadow of liberty.

For] (ſhould both make the mmds of 
the Moores bre oftended wich mee, and reconaled to hum. Behides, 1 
teare hilpleating the Crods, it I ſhould go abqutto breake the cuſtome, 
w hi. 1 contiderely beleeue to bee grounded vpon molt facredequiy. 
What cultome (1414 Poliarchus ?) That (antwered Hyanarbr ) the 
King (hou! impole no tribute vpon the people, without their aduice 

or alert. Wile thou that I now lay by the perton of a Queene, and 
{pcake 
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{perke what I haue often heard to this ſe, and what I have 'my 
(clte thought of it, that either thou may(t be of my opinion, or free/me 
ot my error ? I am content (faid Polaarchas ) and chourtake the pa- 
trronage of them vyponthee,who neither can be ruined, bur by the licen.

Then the : We know, Principalities were at firlt founded,to the end 
that force which drew all things to the moſt powertull opting remoued, 
all buſinefle among men might bee gouerned according to the Lawes 
ot Nature and realon. But what canitthou unagine necrer-to the Law 
of Nature,thenthat euery one ſhould inioy fuch goods,as his induſtry 
hach purchaſed ? Or what mo.e agreeable to cuuill realon, then that 
we ſhould vnderitand what we are poſle(t of which is our owne,what 
another mans ? But both theſe arc quite extinguiſhed, it what our ſub. 
ies by their diligence haue gotten, we challenge at our pleature as due 
to out Exchequer : and make them iguorant of their private wealth, 
how much the Law. will call the Kings ; how much their qwne. For 
how ſhould they know it, when neither their owne, northe ent 
ofthe Law doth define jt, but onely the will of the Prince ; and when 
the tribute once payd, they cannot freely joy in the remainder, which 
may alſo by other cdictsot the Kings bee in like fort diminiſhed 2 The 
muſchiefes thar ſpring from an internungled or doubetull iaheritance, if 
thou ha(tnot obterued,doc but behold the Courtsot luſtice fwarming 
with contentions. This enter-commarage; this contuſion ; not trends, 
not brothers, doe long with quiet induce. Folly, even wivesthem- 
ſclucs delire to know of the eſtate ; what part ſhall be their Husbands, 
what _ may by a iult title call chetr owne ; who then canexpett a 
contmued peace in the Common-wealth, if what the King takes from 
the fubict, he makes his owne: and what he leaues, holds ſill in come 
1no1n with them? 

But when there are certaine bounds ſet downe for giuing and recei- 
uing 0n both ſides : thax equity preſcribed by nature doth unarke out 
to cuery family thei lguts, rights and duyes. The hope then of plea « 
ſing and obtamirig ſomething reciprocally doth beget 2 manual reſpect 
b<rwycac the King andthe people, For the people,that the King may 
not cacline to yie the Sword commuted to hun, with all ſeucrity aud r1- 


gor : 
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gor : that incon(.deracely he nake notpeace or declare 2 warre : th ac 
he may not be moued ro beftow the great Okfkees of Sear ypon ton0.- 
rant or worthleſſe mer, will willingly our of their owne, fill rhe K1nps 
Exchequor. Theſe will be the Preſents which they will make to the 
yertues of their Prmces : and withall both teſtifie their chanketul. 
nefle for favours patt, and feeke to delerue others in tume to come, 
The King enterchangeably wil lnot ſuffer his people to be iy ronged by 
cruell or torraine cuſto:mes : from whom, ifthey be hardly dealt with. 
all, he ſhall obtaine no grant of ſupply in his oxcaſ1ons, Thele are the 
facred reynes,which holing in both the Prince and the people, doe of 
each tice teſtraine the power, that otherwiſe would grow too ranke, 
from pride and inwuries. But (forfooth) there mult he mone'y for the 
Kugs continualldaily expences,and (trangers doe infge of the ttre::pyly 
and plenty ofthe Kingdome according to the ynagnificence of the King, 
\W hat (hall become (thou wilt aske F of the Garrifons : what of the 
Nauics? Hardly is a deeper Sea to be foundee {wallory vp the wealth 
chat is throwne into it. Truely experience ſheweth theſe chings tor 
cruc. Bur I doe nor belecue thar any Kings arg by the people contined 
withm ſuch (tr2ights;that they wane meanes fr theſe neceffary ducries 
and the State of the Kingdome. They haue Lands of inheritance, and 
{o great as if they be carefully looked to , will abundantly ſupport 
their dignity, Many cuſtomary rights alſo mtheir Ports remed to the 
Farmorsat a preat rate. Beſides thee there are)many ducties paid them, 
and in leverall Nations divers waves raiſed. This Treaſury,this reuenue 
will ſufhce for the maintenance of the Kings honour, if he will reigne 
alonc, and not make thoſe prodigall mithdes, whorn either fooliſhly or 
balcly he aftec&ts, almoſt t] arers with himin his Crowne. But when a 
£:cecinefte, as well of watting as of getting, hath poſleſt him:acther his 
orcunary and jutt revenue , nor yer any wringing tributes will ſcrue to 
till1o valte a giilte, Ler the people yeeld to all his commands ; let them

Except perhaps all 
things lawes and rights are not wlt bur when we vie them iutily : and 
that they change their narure,according to their vertues or vices, into 
whoſe handsthey are commited. Whar it che people u lelte do grant 
thee a Sublxdic ? There is nothing (layſt thou) more lawtull. Bur if in 
collecting it,as it often falles our, tome ofthe ſubieRts be dealt with yn- 
why, or hardly, doth it vpon fach an intury ceale to bee lawful, 
which was granted bythe conſentof the people? Thete is no King who 
hath not power of declaring Warre, or making Peace abſolutely in 
himſelfe and ar his owne diſcretion. Bur it he ſhall incon(ideratcly yſe 
that hberty,and rayſe or prouoke an enemy vaſcaſanably, how much 
more preiudiciall ro the people will thar be, then any greedineſle of tri.

Nay,the multitude mult be 
Aattercd,and affaires of State managed iccording to their plealure, 
that they may ippoine a reward totheir Prince for hisfailing of his du- 
ty. The reynt that ſhould reftraine thew, they will buy off ar a price ; 
at a pricethey willgrow wanton and be riined, The condition ofan: 
kind is very viſhappy, Kin apply thenſclues co pleaſe not the Leſt, 
but the greateſt mumber. :

-neimy,or recouer,when he expects not, what m times paſt hath 
torced from thee ? It 1sneceſlary that neither he,nor any of thy Neigh.- 
bours know at allof thy purpoſe. For this intent therefore, while thou 
requireſt a neceffary prowtion from thy people, and callett an affen. 
bly to counfaile ſhalt thou noc diuulge the ſecret purpoſes ofthy mand > 
and withall powre out as it were the {oule of thy indeauours mto the 
inde ?

Bur neuertheleſle Princes either greedy or prodigall,may wrong the 

ple. Iris true, and that they mayalſo doe in oohes tings alſo, 
which neuerthelefle we doe not to be their right. Where is thac 
cleare and innocent ſword, with which the raſhnes of him that weares 
,may not giue an yndeſerued wound ? But they may i the 
Countrey ,by ſcraping her Gold on every fide. This (if it do ha 
pen) is « ſhort, and no frequent injury. When onel ——_ ire 
to heape vp intheir Treaſury vicleſſe maſſes of wad and thar vice is 
ſo little kin to the"Gtnius of Princes, that thou ſhalr ſcarce finde 
two ſucceſſhaely rogerher inteed with it, yet enen yndercthem which 
are immoderate both in their getting and ſpending, alchough with thei 
vniult humours they hurt many : this is at leaſt the eaſe of thoſe com- 
mon iniuries, that as the, Ocean doth reftore backe to the earth in 
Miſts and ſhowres,the water which it had recciued from it : {© they, 
by the Noblemen whom they fauour,doe returne to the people what- 
foever they had drawne from them.

But Pofiarchus commanded the Horie of his Gaules to aduance, 
and to charge them home, {o a5 they might have no roome to throw 
their {touts ar the beſt aduantage, For the Numidians, hee directed 
them,that leauing the hicadot the batraile , they thould fall dovwne vP- 
on the enemics flanke, and fo divert as asthey could,from the 
direct order of the fight rowardthemſelues. On theother tide Kadire. 
baner did mduſtriouflytbeſtirre himſelfe commandingcertaine Troopes 
ot horſe, ro wheele about the enemies wings, and them, before 
they thought of it, inthe Reare. Wirhall, hee ſent ſome that were 
rtet inthe Gallian and Africane tongues, who, as if by Peliarchus 
his command, ſhould proclaime that the victory inclinedrothe Sardi- 
nians;rhat the Gaules and Moores ſhould fly: that Lixa lay opento re 
ceive them. That word atthe firſt troubled ders : yer {traight was 
i entertained with derifion : and the other fide cryed as loud, that 
the Sardinjans ſhould take them to their heeles. There was now no 
diftance berweene the Armies: their bodies prefſed ypon one another: 
their weapons were broken with the others weapons. Their files be- 
ing ſo clote together , there remained only to euery one cither to dye 
or oucrcome. The cry alſo of thoſe that encouraged others , mingled 
with the complainings of the wounded , and the claſhing of Armes, 
was with a terrible noyle heard to the Citic. The Gaules were the 
ftronger in Horſe : the Sardinians and Ligurians, for their batrell on 
toote,not inferiour.

Whether that the heate ofthe hght had opt his cares, or 
out of anger again{t Radwobaner: who on the other hide, did veryot- 
ten alone enter the enemies rankes, which he had broken by force , as

(ianding he firſt imbraced Archombrores, now made more deare to 
tym, by hearing that his intere(t wasin Mauritania. The Countrey rich, 
and - ich had long, Ince gSuen (Meleander courteous mecrtainement, 
dd commend to hm the young man, bornero fo great a fortune, to 
whom he was already by the verruesof his diſpoſtion made moſt ten- 
derly affefted. Then hee reckoned it a of excellent piery-in him, 
that he preferred che ſecuring his Parent, the contentment of his 
Marriage : not knowing that this was ina young man of hot blood, 
and inforced to it by his Mothers command, no voluntary goodnefle, 
As for Kadirebaner,he knew that he was his moſtbietcr-Enemy, and 
reckoned it gaine to diſpute the quettion with himracher in Mauritania, 
then in hisowne Sicily. The danger alſo ofthe Kingdome,to which Ar- 
chombrorns was Heire apyaramt,and the loue of Hrchombrorns by fuch 
a benefit to be for ever purchaſed, did eafily draw him torefolue vpon 
arming. Promiſing therefore his afliftancein that Warre,he now viing 
him as che Sonne ofa Queene, with more honour and reſpect, did no 
longer di\lemble that he deſired to have him for his ſount- n-law., He 
allo did congratulate with his heer tos her forrme; cthac was to 
marry with a Prince of ſo much noblenefle, All which Argenis enter- 
rained, as the prelages of the Fares, ſpeedily drawing on her certaine 
deftruttion.O neucr quiet de{ires ofmortall men! Argeniznow in ſecrer 
did favour Redwobance:he with this Warre intended againſt Africa,did 
her an vnſpeakable pleaſure ; this paſſionate atrempe of hisſhe did re- 
commend to the Gods in-her prayers; not ſomuch rhat he might bee 
ViRor,as that he might nor be yanquiſhed;orar leaſt fall with a muru- 
all deſtruction of them both. F 
But when it was once diuulged abroad, thatthe Marriage of eAr- 
gemrr with Archombroras was onely pur off, by reaſon of the inuaſfion 
then bent againſt Mauritania, withourdelay the principall men of eve- 
ry ranke and fort, were by their ambition brought to wait vpon him. 
They one with another turnifhed Armes , -Horſcs , and Shipping.

to hus able minde a large mealure of ynderſtanding. But there wazno 
part of his aftaires, of which he did more warily deliberate, then of the 
choice he was to make of luch ashe was to employ in his Amwaſlages 
ro f/craine Prances: eliceming them like the Vewes iwthe body, which, 
a« they were diſpoſed, did, trow ſcucrall parts ofthe wore, breache 
inco their Countrey ſecretly euher cauſes of health orof diſeaſes. And 
by experience he had tound, that when they doe reſpect themiclues 
more then t}:eir maſter, and rhe faith they owe 9+ 7 hy aftaires of rhe 
Common-wealch, the honour and the counſels os are cither by their 
lilence or their conajuence betrayed. Bug when eucher they arc troubled 
with a paſſionate curbuleacy of ſpirit, or with an ignorant pride , one 
while cither with ſpeaking more harſhly, another making things worſe 
in their relation, they often doe rayſe troubles, which, being at the firlt 
necdeleſſe after yard by che muruall trife, and now and then new cau- 
ſes ariling, doe at the laſt breake out inco the rage of meuintable com- 
buſtions. For grant them (aid he) tobe juſt and good men: yer if to 
that be not added a (trength of nderſtanding, and a of per- 
ceiuing the traines that will be laidfor them, they will not only be vn- 
able ro diſcover the intentions ofthe people, to whom: they are em- 
ployed, but carched wah mg,and a Certaine ceremonious ob.

beene more diligent then himſelfe,in advertiſing me ofhis expedition or 
deligne > Gobrias to this ( although himiclfe was not altogether free 
of that feare) did yer many things, to lefſen thar doubt ofhis, 
being loſt at Sea. For (faid hee) neirher doth hee (aile with one or ewo 
ſhippes alone. He hath of ſhippes and Gallyes aboue fifty fade that 
doe atrend him. Although his Admirall (which the Gods forbid)had 
foundered in the ftorme: wouldnor ſo many (ailers? ſo many ſouldiers 
have lent their hands and ſhouldersto ſer their moſt loued King aboord 
the next ſhippe ? Nor is it likely that either the Kings whole Fleete is 
caſt away, or that they which had eſcaped the wracke, would nor cre 
this time haue beene heere, atleaft ſome of them, the Reporters of ſuch 
facall newes. Fame it felfe doth baſely delight in bringing 1c- 
ment to vsof ſuch accidents as may afflit vs, with much more diligence, 
then of ſuch as we defwxe to heare. And thar we may not with a cauſe. 
leſſe feare torture our ſelues, behold theſe Gallyes which are heere yn« 
der my command. They viere ſhaken with the ſame ſtorme which the 
King was in : yet hath not the rage of that tempeſt made any 'one of 
them miſcarric. Ictherefore am per{waded, that eitherthe King is caſt 
ypon ſome Coaſt farther out ofhis courſe, or his tackling and prouifi- 
ons being by the fury ofthe winde formewhar rorne and fpoyled, that 
he ayes to repaire his defects. For he doth not with him a Fleete 
red roer for a Sea-yoyage , buran Army allo for land-ſcruice, 
dad paſt, thou ſhalt ſee (O Queene ) che ſhore of Sicily 
ſwarming with valiant men, who with their beſt endeuours will yp- 
braide thy enemies ( if thou haſt any heere) with their loſle, ca 
reſpecting ſuch a vertue bred among them, then we which are forrai. 
ners have ſhewed to it, The Lady, though cheered with fo braue and 
hopefull a conſolation, was yer in ſome tcarc for Peliarchus; Beſides, 
ſhee longed more at large to queſtion Gobr1s particularly, as well of 
thoſe things with which ſhee was already enformed , as of what ſhee 
was a ſtanger to. For fo long as Poliarchus was the SubieRt of her 
diſcourſe, both marrersof waight and trifles were by the power of lone 
made delightfullro her. Bur neither did the time permit it the euening 
now going on : nor the curioſity ofher ſeruants , who among] them- 
lelges were inquiſitiue what the buſtnefle might be, which had fo long 
held her in conference with the Gaule. When he therefore did againe 
make tender to her of his aſſiſtance: I ( faid ſhe) will at more leaſure 
conlider what is mott neceſſary for your Kings affaires. For thy felfe, 
I would haue thee eſpecially to conuerſe with Exrymeder, whom 1 will 
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her. Which when ſhe had read,(as lour is never in quiet!) Wharthen

, Hauing thus diſmift him , when Timecles enquired ifhee had any 
ſuire to her: No great matter (ſaid Argemw,) except perhaps hee as yer 
hath not fully expreſſed himſclfe , and at his fixftadmittance had no 
will ro be troubleſome. He commendedthe countelie of his eptertai- 
ment,and defired he might haue leaue to bring one of his ſhips , whick 
hath aboord her certaiuc ſtuffe of great value, into the Harbous, tor a 
day or two atthe moſt , that in that time, ſome of it that the foule 
weather or falt water hath wronged,may be repaired. In this he cra- 
ued my fauorable afliſtancerothe King, Withithele words the Lady 
returned to her Bed-chaiuber, and ſending for Farymedes, (hee com- 
manded himto be carctull of the Strangers enterrainement : and that 
ſhee night the more cunningly ower-reach him; Wee mult (faid ſhe) 
ptouide a reward for him, ar lealt, neither in value nor in beauty infe- 
/riour to his Preſent. While we are twding one fig fpr our purpole, doe 
thou {ce that he doc not make ready to (cr faile. [For fo ſhort a delay, 
cither a day of hunting, pur off to ſome other time, or promile of ſome 
ſhew to be reſcheed, Cal ſuſhce. Againe, I charge thee , Emrymedezs, 
take heed that he goe not hence, before wee haue notice of it. When 
ſhe had diſmiſt hum thus inſtructed, and ynder colour of reſt,the night 
gaue more free way to het cares , ſhee then beganne to reckon ypall 
the {cucrall cuents that had befallen her, then tg reſolue as the preſent 
eſtate of things did beare; and to grieuc in ahigher Key, and like a 
(Qucenc. That Folarchnw, it be were liuing, wouldcome, wasnow by 
Gebrias his Fleete, now by Ar/das his Letters, moſt cerramely demon- 
{tarred. She theretore now was to thinke of ſpme preſeryatiues, by 
helpe of which (be might allo keepe her (clte alive for him. But if he 
were loft, ſhe then would live no longer, But for what reaſon, or voder 
what prctence ſhould Gob1:1as his Hieete linger {till 1h the Roadcs of 
Sicily 2 and yerit was a neceſſary helpeto the eftetting of what ſhee 
mended. For thus ſhee had;xelolued : If Archpmbrores did returae, 
before (hee had any certaine newes of Poliarchug, ſhoe would fecretly 
Mve to that Heete, and with them enther lailc into Gallia , or drawing 
rwgether her fachionin Sicily, put oft the marriage which her Father 
forced vpon her, Artlength not vaticly tor the purpole, flee thus con- 
ried che matter: Farely jn the morning ſhea wem to Aeolcander, 
.d complaining of the empun« fc of Sicily cold bym, that ſhe was afraid 
ell} Radwebancys, when ht would heare that Arthombrenua, with the 
principl] 
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principall forces of the land, was gone into Africa , ſhould either him- 
put ouer once more to atrempe his formerly intended rape: or ſend 
ſorne part of his Armythither , to preſſe them wich an vaexpeted in- 
uahon. That there was therefore nothing more ſafe , then to hyre the 
Gaules,now b oc uorotome Godtnghr ro hem grande 
Coalt; ber fa were ditbanepma dana 

bloud, Sicily may be freed of the danger. Thar the occafion wouldnor 
lalt aboue a moneth: for within that time it was likely they ſhould

And 
when they argued againſt it, for thar neither wasir good truſting men 


vaknowne, nor did Sicily want of her own: it there were neede': Ap. 
gems more freely ; If rhis (ſaid (hee) may nor be yeelded to the eſtate 
of Sicily , I yer will have ix to my feares. The King 1 have 
already brought to be of my _ nor ſhall he be my friend, whoſe 
aduice ſhall make him change his minde. Neither of them durſt with 
vnlcalonable wilcdome prouoke her that thus vrged her de(iresin a 
commanding veine. They therefore were very forward in perſwadi 
the King ( eſpecially when Argenms was preſent) that © obri thould 
be moued to vndertake the ing ofthe Coatt. And he: Since({aid 
hee) you thinke it the beſt, doe thou, Ewrymedes,talke with the man : 
know ofhim,if hecan, without his preiudice,remaine heere, As for his 
reward, we will afterward conſider of it. Exrymedes hauing done as 
he was commanded, found Gobrias very cahie to bee entrexted, who 
was not ignorant thatthis inuention did proceede from Argenss, Hee 
therefore promiſed his ſeruice for one moneth ; only he was diſpleaſed 
with the mentioning of a reward. For that he might the berter a 
himſelie to them, he made offer of a free afſi(tance, and tor a pledge of 
his friend(hippe. 

la this eſtate were affaires in Sicily, while Arfidasin his Galley ran 
all along the Coaſt of Africa, and with his Boate going into ws 
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Creeke znquired of thoCountrey people, if they had ſcene 
Cliffes any forraiae Fleete, or it the rempelt had calt any — 
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all ypon their ſhare. And now tyred with having loft his labour, hee 
languiſhed, being beſides troubled with the heat which the Sourherne 
winde from the In-land ſands : when bappily hee came to the 
borders of Mauritania, and tcll withan indifferent Haven, withia eight 
furlongs of which, was (cated a realonable good Towne.

becaulſc he came i a Gally belonging to Gale , had (umply anfwered, 
that he wasa Gaule, 9 uy om Moore leaped toembrace him: And 
ic 15 enough for vs(my Gueſt) to haue heard thee name Gallia for thy 
Countrey, We arc indebred(taid he)to you for all that we are.Come , 
1 beſecchthee, into the Cy, and whitherſacucr thy voyage isinten- 
ded, haunng firſt refreſhed thy ſelte with vs, after the toffing ofthe Sca, 
ſtore thy Gally with treth prowizon, Arfidas wasamazedatrhis more 
then wonder of ynexpetted courtchie of a people ſtangers, and to him 
vnknowne. He therefore commanded his company to land : and-the 
Goucrnour giuing him the right hand, reſpeRed by them all, he tooke 
the way to the next Towne. But then doubting that in further dif. 
courle it might be dilcouered, that hecame not from Gallia, and that 
he thereby might ſceme, w:th helpe of anvarruth, to vſurpe the Of 
ces of courtehe due, or intended to another, he in few words enformed 
him,that himſelte was indeed a Sicilian : Bur for that all the Mariners 
in his Gally were Gaules, |and that beſides, hee went in ſearch ofthe 
King of Gallia, he had reckoned himſelte as one of them, when he was 
queltioned of his Councrey. Dott thou, "4b; leeke that King 
(ltraight replide the Gouernour) without whole elpc all we Moores 
had fallen vnder a forraine flauery? All thele things were to| Ar/idas, 
who was wholly 1pnorant ot all that Pehrarchas had done in that 
Countrey, almolt Myracles. That therefore neither hamſelfe, nor the 
Gouernour might be any longer miftaken , he dixeRly enquired what 
had lately befallen,or what benefic from Gallia had been conferred vp- 

on the Moores, For that himtclfe by che force of the windes bein 
driven mito the furthett parts of Africa , and hauing long dunes 
there, knew not of thele paſſagesatall. The Govuernour then began 
willingly to enforme him| of the whole bufineſſe, in how infolent a 
manner Redirobanes begarn the war : and how, [as it were vponap- 
pointiment, by the tauour of the Gods, the King of Gallia with his 
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Army landed there. Then what the forruncs of the Warre had been, 
and how various the accidents of it ma very ſhort time. Bur 
aboue all, he gloriouſly inſiſted ypon the death of , how 
ſharpe the fight had been, that the euent was a while doubefull; 
and atthe laſt, that the Conquerour was not (1 7 
when the e of his diſcourſe had by the hand of the King of Gal. 
lialaid Radirobener yponthe ground, Arfida; did no longer conceale 
his ioy,but with ſuch a countenance, as it was apparant, his reioycing 
wasnot counterfeited. Radiobanes then ſlaine (faid he?) The King 
of Sardinia ? Hee that lately returned our of Sicily ? and that by the 
King of Gallia ? in whoſe that I may not in vaine rejoyce, what 


{ 


(my Noble Oaft) doe they call his name ? The Moore then : He hath 


(laid he) rwo names, which haue made me a good while bee miſtaken, 
and by the ſame meanes I haue alſo feene others , For one while 
he is by his owpe people called Pohiarcbus, another Aftroriſter. Arſida: 
at that word was (o feelingly poſſeſt with a plenary contentment, as he 
almoſt drew the Moores which attended him, into the delightſomneſle 
of the ſame affetions. He now no more remembred the cares that hee 
had taken ; no more the labours that he had indured : onely as it hee 
had beentalking to the Gods, hee inquired, What Fatcs? What For- 
tune had cauſed thoſe Kings,ſo deadly enemies, to meet in Africa ? Or 
what Deitic had ſo ordered, that the blood due to the hatredof Si- 
cily, ſhould be paid for the preſcruation and profix of Africa? From this 
contemplation returning to his owne occaſions, hee defired to know, 
whither after that victory Poliarchas was withdrawne. But ſabe (for 
ſo was the Moore called) replyde, that he was yetin the chicfe Citie of 
Mauritania, lying of the wounds which he then recciued, That it was 
thither for : man well horſed fourc dayes rourney. Fe 

Thus diſcourſing,they came tothe City; and Arfpdas deſiring guides 
that were erkeld inthe whdo bring him to the 7nd forthe winde 
began againe to riſe, & he was afeard,leſt with a redoubled iniury ſome 
torme [hould make him once more lole the now almo(t tound Poliare 
chu.) Iubadenyed, that he would further him in his journey before 
they had together deuided the Encrailes of ſome Sacrificeto /apweythe 
Hoſpicable, It was very hot weather, and Arſidas being brought into 
the Carden,did,ypon bedslaid inthe ſhade, ſtay for the Feaſt: [uwbe'r 
tight pleaſing diſcourtes of the warre, and Pokierebrs his vitory now 
and chen ſtealing from hum all (caſe of tedioutneſle in that delay ; when 
at Icngrh the tables plencitully turniſhed, made che Gueſts turne to 
them. And Ar/:das,though wondring at the kudden excefle he ſaw,did 
yet remarke nothing there more heedtully, then amongſtthe bay 
diſbes divers torts of Apples fo incloſed 1n Ice, that of fore of ther 
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naturall colours to bee di d. Taken with this novelty, hee was in 
doubt what he with moſt reaſon ſhould beleeue. Ie was apparentthat 
they were Apples of that yeere, and againe in thoſe monerhs water 
could not be trozen. Then left hee ſhould be abuſed with a counter- 
feire ſhow of froſt, he touched chem with his hand, which when he felt, 
that with the ordinary chilneſle ic benurnmed his fingers, fo as he could 
not doubt, but that it was water and really frozen: he then preſently 
taſting of the Apples, found them to retaine their naturall ſweetnefle, 
onely the extreme cold did fornewhar trouble the pallat. /zbs not a 
lictle delighted to fee his Gueſt in fuch admiration, called ypon him to 
fall to his meat, who full of wonder did ouerlong forbeare to cate, Bur 
Avſidas (miling, inquixed of him,our of what _ timpachizing with 
the fruic trees of Africa, hee had ferchedrhis kinde of prouifion for his 
table. Then /aba: That thou mayelt yet more wonder at it (faid he) 
thele Apples, when thou cameſt into the Garden, did hang vpon the 
trees : and that which now is Ice, wasthen cleare water running out 
the Conduits. Arſides,his amazement being doubled, pauſed a while, 
then asked, By what Charme, or in what Caue nature was ſo foone 
tranſmuted > Buthe : This is a new inuented way of calling backe by 
Arte the Winter in the midſt of Summer: of which I'will informe thee 
aker thou haſt taſted of our vew Wine. There wasat hand an Epypri 
an boy with wine in a cupin like ſort made of Ice, which when hee 
empricd, and the boy had daſht it againſtthe ground, Arfidas was grie- 
ucd, that a veſlell,cahe indeed to be broken, but yer mthe heat of Sum- 
mer ofdelicatc vic,was ſo caft away. Be not difpleaſed (ſaid Jwbe) it is 
our faſhionto vſe theſe cups (every (eucrall draught. To bring them 
twice to the table, wee account baſe,and-not Gentile, Not any thing 
more could Arfides taſte for cagerneſle ofdefire ro know, by what 
Ante they {o came to reach the height of Natures perfeRtion;when they 
brought to him the moulds in brafle of « formes, as Globes, 
Cups, Voyders, and finally,of all ſorts of turniture for the ſetting out of 
a banquet, Then [nba : Theſe are (laid hee) the indoſures,mro which 
—_ powred, is turnedinto Ice : for euery one is fitted fo cloſe 
w his couer,that the ſides touch on all parrs,except only a little paſſage, 
by which the water 15 powred into them; as wee ſee our houſhold 
{tufte of Tinne or Leade made that is caſtin mouldes. Wee then put

Bur at length hee yeelded to Arfidas his pert waſion, aud did write to 
him,it tor no other reaſon ,yerthatat leaſt he might not ſeeme to beare 
no retpect to the Father of Argems, But it was longer vnrelolucd, whe 
ther Ar/idas ſhould returne into Sicily with his Lenters. Hee lid in 
teare ot the Kings icalouſies,and wo great tauour of Archeombretn,o! 
blinde and vwnlucky dangers. Bur yer it he did now-returne,the tiorme 
would hitherto ferue to excuſe his meeting with Pollarchibs, If hee 
ſhould tarry full wich him his ſecret employment ro hum might come 
to be vented. . Trmonides allo,who both * 

the {ame party with him, was totally his owne, Par to him his 
Letters tothe King, and to Cleabatns: inthat fort carctull of the duties 
of his publike quality that he with all dilcretion prouded tor his owne 
dadbras. 

In the meane time there came news tram Sardinia,chat all was there 
on fire with civill combutltions, Harficores and { orming, the Kinimen ot 
Kadirobanes, waſting with ab y warre, the Kingdome that they 
pretended to. Preſently Archombrotzs apprehended a hope, that the 
people deuided a themſelues by factions : and yer dreading the 
Armes of Atrica,if an Enemy ſhould quickly ſhe'y hundelte to thern, 
might be ſubdued. Thanh Rs Forces which he rayled in Sic uy, 
might not be vicleſic,nor himſelte among his Moorcs mferwurto Pol. 
arcbns his Vitory (fince he now was at lcaſure, and Poltarchus his 
weaknes did retender e2eir voyape for Sicily)he _— ported thither the 
Army w hich he brought out ot Sicily, to which he added certain auxi- 
liary troopes of the Moores .Yer did hc 1Ngage his word to his Mother, 
and to Pefrarchns, that whether hee tped well, or the Gods lhould 
croflc his defigne, he would notby his wall tarry abouc one moneth out 
of Africa. Hun, that departed fromthem vpontheie condrians,a mot 
cuident fauour of the Gods recciued art his arriualll there almoſtbey 'ond 
his withes.

Now had the Sardinians in two battelsditpured the tile to the Crown, 
and chole bloody contentions had conſumed the braueft both of the 
Nobiluy and Souldiers. So the vnhappy men waſling their Countries 
Forces,tought for Archombrotws. Whote Army when they dilcryed 
vpon the Hull, they ſent ſome to diſcoucr both what the Enemy was, 
and cheir number. For the Forces of the rwo Kinſmen were incam 
one az2mnlt the other 1n two Plaines, at the foore of the Mountanne. 
And whenchey were aducrtifed, that were Moores and Sicilians, 
wichall,that the Sea was poſſeſſed with a braue Fleete, they tooke not 
the courſe, which onely was left for their preſegruation, ot putting off 
their civil ditcontents, and running with vated minds and forces vpon 
che ! 21 1neenemy, who yet was vnacquainted with the Countrey.One 
of them allo, by name Herficera, being broken mthe laſt barraile, agd 
now delpauing of the victory ; that at leaſt he might depriuc his Com- 
PCLtOI ot the Kin yeelded himdelte and his Forces to Archen- 
brotw/, Sor the loue of our houſhold Godsand our Countrey lefle 
preualcnt then ciuill hatred ; that men oftentimes had rather their 
Countrey ([hould be ruined, and they ttoope to a forraine yoake, then 
ge place to any of their owne Countreymen : as it the balſcneſle of 
lubiection were increaſed, if thou yeeld to thote that thou wert ac- 
quainted with before z and caſed by receiuing a Maſter from another 
Nation. But Cornaws with a nobler fury recollected his laſt ſpirits, 
brought his Troopesembarrailed into the field and charging vpon his 
Compcutor who had reuolted ro Archembrotas, he braucly indeed 
{lew hun : yer <d not huniclte long out-liue him, being beaten downe 
by the mulenude of the Moores, who with a diſmall cloze of their am- 
bitzon, mingled the bloods of theſe Kinſmen, The incomparable valour 
allo of Archombrotxs amazed the Sardinians, who at length being cj- 
ther tlaine, or clcaped by flight, hce prefſing vpon this fauour ofFor- 
nine, drew his Army betore their principall Fortes. Scarce did they 
«hich were overcome, ofter to hinder their progreſſion with any ſlight 
kumiſhes. The greatelt labour was about Calaris : the people ma 
duordercd manner fallying, out to fight : but being beaten backe with- 
neheir walles,they the next day —_ their minds, began to parly, 
and ere Commulhoners to treat of yeelding.

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| Archombretas hawiog viewedall theſe things, aod being p 
this not roubleſome nor diſtaRctul aſpe&t ofa moſt

manded one of them, an o1d man ofa maiefticke faſhion,to deliver ro 
him the whole order of this kinde of life, their conſtitutions, and the 
manner oftheir living, And he: What we do gaine (faid he)by reie- 
ing thoſe things, which the reſt of men doe accountmoſt precious, 1 
now forbearerto remember,O King. For both thy ſeernesr2- 
ther to aime at diſcouering what we doe im thisrerirement, then what 
i wasthat vs together into it : and befides, the profit of this 
auſtere courſe vis not ro be dedared by the tongues of morrall 
They arethe Godsalone, who in a myſtical language doe, to 


whomrhey pleaſe, commend this feli 


felicity, which is rate, and concealed 
from theeyes and ſenſes of the reftofthe world. Yet Þ will tell thee, the 
end of our defires 1s ro mericthoſe things, which the Deiries doe graci- 


oully conferre fuch as loue. For this we hold it moſt 
conmodious to be at oddes, and ro fir { vices and 
ummoderate defires. We therefore with as much ambition doe 


from all State, and diſpoſe our minds to ancalinefle of obeying, xs 0. 
thers habour to rule and coramand. To one of our ſociety we do grant 
with no factions,or veniall ſuffrages,the command overvs for a yeere, 
ner worden ad earn nr truer, 
ordi uier, whom oncl once expi- 
of our lirtle barke. Bur to him we arefo religiouſly obedient, that chou 
wouldeſt chinke he had viewed our thoughts, and commanded ys, that 
which out of greets 1 Nd ibn Yeris it our 

incipall care, ifcith any ſterne in his commands, or 
—_ a lazie or rebellious incluationdo ſhew our ſclues refraQto= 
re to him, that theſe difſentions never come to be digulged. Our peace 
which we ſo much defire, were deſperately loft, if wee ſhould flye to 
torraine Arbitrators or Iudges, Next to this conttitution of obedience, 
our ſecond reſpeRtis a firme and intyre loueofour Fellowesand Afſo- 
ciares, we doe excuſe and forbeate one anorher,if perhaps in any thing 
nar" 1 doe not rogerher,or the differenceof the 
Genius be mpleaſing : andare with our {clues, when we find 
in any of our fellowes what we cannot commend, or at leaſt not indure. 
Our habie,as thou ſeelt,is meane ; our diet ſparing, and the timeofour 
reſt itermingled with watches. Thus we command ouer our bodies 
which ee have maſtered ; for (which is the care thar doth eſpecially 
rorment other men) doc we feare the changes of tortermg Honour, or 
the tugitiue and variable looks of pleaſures, whoſe delights we Mem 
ly are ignorantof. But though wee bee contented with a very

The Priefts immediately vpon hearing their owne Ct Earguoge, 
rucned to him, asthey which alſo were Gaules, and are” 
tle,that in ſo remote a part ofthe World, they ſhould fo preſently find 
any that could ſpeake Tongue. y the one of them, 
a manof yeeres, when he had removed his Habit from before his 
face (for thar did, rill he htted it vp, court allthis head) and as vnderſtan- 
ding him,had ſometimes looked yponthe Souldier that iefted ar him ; 
did eafily make thoſe which were preſenc, ghar either hee was a 
Gaule,or borne in ſorne neere to Gallia.For both 
" his complexion ſured to ir, and a comely livelineſſe of hiseyes : neither 

had the plainenefle of their Order wholely effaced his Countrey garbe 
of moving ina handſome manner. And him indeed did the Cooker, 
who at the firftin faſhion came to him, obſerue-with much 
more care then the re(t; becauſe ir ſeemed to him, that this mans face, 
aslong fince knowne to him, did come to his remembrance, that was 
therewith deepely touched. That therefore hee might make his con- 
iecture certaine,he followed himinto the City, andas he was going in- 
to his ng,in the Gallian Tongue {aluted him. The other tor re- 
fog ths change of courtche,and his owne Language, returned him 
the like. 


Inthis manner they for that time parted. Bur an ynquiet care did 
all thatnight keepe the Souldier waking : ſomerimes blaming his ſu- 
perfluous curiofitie, and much wondring, what it could concerne him 
to know, who thar Prophet was.

Poliarchw, had on the other fide bindiretted by Fortane tothe doin 
any thing that might be for Poliarchas his benefit. She therefore with 
More cheeretul looks,andas if ſhe would ferhim forward, that ofhim- 
lelte reioyced, mquired what bad bappened, or what man that was, 
whom they hs. worth either the lecking,or finding with ſo many 
vowes and prayers? Polrarchnr making a compendious narration of 
all his fortunes, iaformed her, that: ut hisfirſt childhood he was wdken 
by Free-booters, aud brought wo. Ancroeftur,who da preatpare 
ot the Alpes. That hee was there bythe care of that excellent King (o 
orought vp,as bethat Fortune avd age id not vnder-licany thing vn- 
worthy of a Royall condition. From thence, that he yet mknowne to 


his 
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his Parts may the chance of warre,and a moſt fortunate, being ta- 


ſured this ambitious fable to ſome reſemblance, ifthere were any, be- 
eweene Aneroeſtus and himſelfe. That therefore all muſt bee carefully 
fifted. There were many with him of the old domeſtickes of Aneroc- 
ſlug; and them,one Creſtor, ſometimes his principall favourite, 
Thathimiſelfe, face hee had health, and was able to doe ir, would goe 
rar hg tens - tothe Temple, to which that Prieſt hadreryred 
clfe. 

Hyaniſbe in loue with the which ſhee wiſhed might 
Wa pay nr Poliarchus ca the Gods a Forue; vial fe 

to beare him company tothe Temple.Nor did he it : Creſtor 
is ſer for,0nce the moſt inward with Sarreeffue of all his Gruancs, and 
manded to goe before, and by to ſearch out the whole of 
this affaire, while Poliarchus and the make them ready to 
This hope was greater then Creſtor was of, $o, liker 
—  —— mY 
Prince,as if he hadenrred an vnproficab , witha very 
ia his edt Gros, andnot farre from the Porh of 
the Temple, found the Prieſt talking with the Gallian Souldier, who 
had firftmadethe diſcouery. Then, asif hee came to ſpeake with the 
Souldier, caft hiseye abour, he fixed it ypoo we, There ran 
then thorowall his heart- (asingreatand ſudden things is vſuall) 
a moſ} yehemene othis rriumphing for ioy. And traight- 
way, when þy his 1900s VSG, he knew him vt 
doubtedly co he Ong with ioy, hee lea- 
ncd againſt the pext tree, being now diſabled either to ſpeake or mone. 
Neicher did Aneroeftas (hew any lefſe perturbation of minde ypon his 
comming thicher. The 6ghtof his old friend did Ririke him,ere he was 
aware,with a moſt plealing grieſe. And againe he began cofeare, thar 
beingdiſcoucred by his owne people, hee ſhould bee rakenout ofhis 
moſt delighttull retirement. 

In the meane time Poliarchns was come, his impatience not permit- 
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ing himto ſlay long afier (refor, whom he had ſens before him, and 
py or wo Creſtor himſelfe, preſently leaving 


the Prieſts, ran to him, Andnow declaring by his perplex. 
ed and breathleſle ioyfulneſle, what newes 4 vrounghy, We haue (ſaid 
he) Anereeflus : We haue my old King thy Folter- UCC. Itis he, ic 
is hir(clfe,neuer doubt it. Wik: thou, Sir, goe to him? or ſhall 1 ira. 
mcdiately bring him hither to thee? Poliarchus, without rarrying, went 
whither Creſtor directed him. But Aneroeftar in the meance while 
went about, bctaken limſclte to a narrow path, that led into the leaſt 
frequerited part of the Wood, reſoluing, it he could bur hide hinſelfe 
for that day, thorow Defarts and ſtrange Nations to ſeeke out other 
Temples, andother Gods; and dealt with the Souldier, that, if as his 
King he did reſpect hin, hecither ſhould accompany him m his flight, 
or at leaſt faithfully conceale this his icaling away. The Souldicr oppo- 
{cd this his determination, and as yet they were in that diſpute, _—_ 
Polarchi came to them, almaſt nothing doubting, burthar he was in- 
iced Ancroeſtus, Yet when hee was there, becaulc a great multitude 
\* Cre oathered together ,and the old man intinitely crou led,could nor 
wdure the confuſon,he pretended another cauſe of his comming. I am 
plad (ſaid he)that our deuotion in Gallia is alto highlyeſteemed among 
torraine Nations. 1 doc (molt reuerend Prieſt) deſire by thy meanesto 
hauc my prayers granted by the Gods,that they may ſtand gracious ro 
thoſe '{ 6s which I have in my thoughts. Come, I beſcech thee, 
this Temple, where thou mayſt more commodiouſly inſtru mee, 
what Prayers,or what Ceremony will be moſt auaileable for me. Ane- 
roefts; inſtantly all pale and bloodleſle, followed ham that drew him : 


For Poliarchns had taken hold of his left hand. The Temple was but 


alictle one, and the Souldiers in Armes kept the diforderedly eager 
common people out ofthe doores. Hyanizbe with her principall Lords 
already was within the Templezinto which when Polrarchns with A - 
nerorſ{nr,and about forty of his followers was centred, by Poliarchus 
his command the Gates were faſt locked. That ſerued to ſet anedope 
vypon the expeRation both of the Souldiers and the common etole. 
The Citizens ran from the Towne ; the Souldiers in- the Camne did 
icarce keepe their Guards. So with a populousand thronging Ring,the 
whole circuit of the place was compaſied. Neuerthelefle, citherthe 
reverence ofthe Princes that were within, orthe ſudden greatneſle of a 
doubttull buſmefle did to reftrame both the tongues 31d the vnruli- 
neflc of thoſe that were about them, as the Princes Lad quiier and lh 


berty ſufhcieat for the bulſinefle that they were ja hand within the 
Temple.

eft us, thus began : name (laid he) reverend Sir,did thy Parents 
give thee ? Or what was the occaſion of thy trauailing out of Gallia 
mto Sardinia. Thus viing, adiſcourſe atlarge, and farre fromthe buli- 
ne{ſe,he forced eAnerveſtn; of himſelfeto tall yponthe point, which he 
aimed at. For both hee had recouered the conſtancy of his temper, 
whichthe firſt motions had ſomewhat ſhaken, and he wed, thar 
not by.Creffor alone, or the Souldier, but by many others alſo there 
preent, his countenance would be remembred,it hc ob(linarely perſiſt. 
ed in concealing,or denying himſelf. Whac thou art(ſaid he)1 yer know 
not further,then as by s Royall habic I conceive thee to be a King : 
and that thy Language m"_ thee borne in Galli, ] ſhould i 
<ake thee for my friend, for that I ſee thee arrended by thoſe, that ſome. 
times were my friends. For 1 know both Creffor and Srphlidas, who 
were molt inward with me. Therefore as a friend giue me leaueto in- 
treatethee by all the Gods, that thou wilt permit me to goe my way 
whither I haue determined. Bur it perhaps thou hateſt me, whacr 
wouldſit thou further inflityponme ? 1 haue loſt my Kingdome, nor 
doe I redemand it. A voluntary exile Iam, leſt I ſhould any wa 
judice my encemics. I am content to huc in want : and whether I 
to be wne,cuenthey can fatizhe thee, by whom 1was this day 
diſcouered. Behold mee here, who haue wholly forgotten my former 
condition. Loade me,ifthou pleaſe, with more calamuties : beſides the 
wrath of the Gods, there isnot any thing which I will ſ(hunne. Bur if 
thou doclt not belceue that 1 am,or it be not behoofefull for thee that 
I ſhould bee Anereeflns ,feare not : Suffer mconelyro goe intothe 
Deſarts : when no mar ſhall conſtraine me torell truth, 1 will beoo 
eAncrocſtns. No man, without being moucd, did hcare thoſe words 
which hee fpake with a modeſt, bur yet.a maiciiick countenance: eſpe- 
cially when ( reftor taking his hand, cid ſhewrhe ſcarre that his Coun- 
erimen did remember,was King Ancroeſ/zs his hand which had 
Ibn \\ oundecd. Poharchus al 0 himſeltc did call to mind his looks, which 
hee had fo often ſcene when he was a'boy: hs earcs allo, Ons 
difſaccuſtoined cid obſcrue the ſound of his YOICE, 10 LUNES paſt war 
to they, and histrembling heart cucn welcing with a moſt tenderſenſe 
cf 
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of kindacfe. Nenertheleſſe, as yer not diclofing himſelfe, he preſſed 
Aneroeftus to\ethim know, why he left his Counrey 2 Why hee thus 
kept himſclfe concealed, and why mthis fort he to live in fo ya- 
handſome faſhion ? Then he : Too well(alas)my Countrymen know, 
of whom heere allo I ſee ſome, with what a whurlewind Forrane over - 
threw mee. By the rage of my trayterous ſubictts I was forced to 
Armes: and my Sonnes{t: 


5 pla I had ewo)then mrheirflowre and prime 
of Youth, while they fight too careleſly,both of them fortheir Father, 
and in his fight loſt their lives, 1might then aif> have died, if ichad 
been my Dettiny. Bur, ] thiake, the will ofthe Godsit was, that made 
me betake my ſclfe to flight. Inthe next Forreſt I hid my felfe. From 
thence reſoluing to ſeeke ſome forraine aide, by a continued ridge of 
Mountaines I came to the Lygurians. For there were very mighty Na. 
tions which had promiſed me their confortſhip in whatſoeuer fortune, 
With thcir helpe I purpoſed ro (ecke the regaining of my Kingdome, 
When I was come downe to the next Sea.hde, I went aboord a ſhip, 
without making my iclſe knowne, intending to goe to that famous 
Citic, of which [aw#s was the Founder. But the winds droue vs to 
Sardinia ; where while the Mariners rid at anchor, the fame of the 
Temple from whence I was now enſr n me thither to make my. 
lupplicationsto [apreey, Bur there admiring both the ſituation of the * 
AF-ory the life of the Prieſts, I reſolued to pur offall my cares, and 
auing been tofled with fo many humane misforrunes, at length to 
make experience of the Gods. For why ſhould I loue my Countrey 
kifeined with the blood of ſo many that were deare to mee ? and 
which mult againe bee regained no lefle with the deſtrution of my 
enemies, then my aflociates? To whom in the end ſhould I bequeath 
my Crowne ? Or what pleaſure could I fnde nan emprtie houſe ? ] 
had onely begotten ewo Sonnes : a third, long fince, Fertanechad be- 
ſtowed yponine, no lefle deare to mee thenmy owne children, whom 
atter my Grand- Fathers name Icalled Scordenes. My ſweete Childe, 
if ac lcait thou wert ſuryiuing, 1 would by adoption intitle thee to my 
blood, and make thee a King. Thou, the fortunzsof warre, all acci- 
dents, all labours ſhouldtt niake gentle and eatzxe. Burhee long be- 
tore both the prelage and the beginning of ſo many miſchictes, while 
wee prouoke with warre the Gaules that are planted vpon the banks 
ot the Rhotne, became a prey to the Enemy : and the inemory of 
his lofle , hach not lett mee fince that timezone day free from an- 
uſ[h. | 


When hee was thus forrowfully relating his misfortunes, Polterchuy 
mg ſuddenly all wer 


could no longer forbeare to comfort him: but being 
with teares, which he had long re(trayned, he fell vpon hisnecke, and 
pauing 
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aufing a while , leſt his weakened with fighing, (ſhould mi. 
ome a King: O my beſt Father, ( {aid hee ) orifthou beeſt bener 
pleaſedthat 1 forermery Lord,if fo highly thouvaluefithe having of 
Serordanes, behold, 1 him to thee againe. Dor thou enivy him: 
doe thou returne to life againe. 1 ar Scordanes, With that word they 
both with fixed, but yer vicleſle eyes, -in a moſt ſweete rapture flood 
languiſhing. The admiration of the reſt about them was ofthe like 
qualuy, being in a (lll fence Oenkeebled, that they nexther were able 
to askeany queſtion, or to ſpeake ar all The mindesof them all were 
in doube, ther aftetions ready, and, 25 were, drawne our to" bend 
themfclues what way ſoener Poliarchre his diſcourte with Anerocitia 
did callthem. Ar laft, Ancroeftus : Thar thou art (ſaid hee) OKing , 
Scordanes? That my Scordenes ? that thou leſt : that thou art a 
King : that thou now embraceſt Anerorfin; : O you good Gods! but 
what affurante doc you giue meofthis your bouoty ? Bur Pol/iarchurr 
Thou ſrett (faid he) betrdes him that hath reuenged both the injury 
done to thee, and to the Gods alſo, whom in expellingthee, thy diſloy- 
all SubixQts d1d abuſe, The villaines hauc falne eicher in tight or wy 
the Hang-mans Axe. 1 have forced them to quit their prey, and am 
poſlciled ot thy Kingdome, which now finding thee (deare Father) in 
fafery, -I heere reſtore to thee, - With whar Forces,dofi thou aske, was 
] able thus to maſter thy Enemies? As Britemander forme 1 comman- 
dcd inthat warre. Now alſo my Fathers Kingdome(for the Gods haue 
lately raken hun into their y) 1 doc inhke fort preſent to thee, 
Let me to thee (Father) ro thee, I day, giue me leaue to be but ſecond: 
It ſhall be more honour toobey thee, then ro command others. | 
Hechcered with thisnew ioy, and often With inuocations , and his 
eycs bent to heauen,cmbraced Poliarcbnr. And now allo Hyamſby drew 
necreto ſhare intheir content : and Archombrorny, tor the finding A- 
nerocftur, did reioyce in the fauour of the Gods and his owne 
Nor did P of5archzs retule to acknowledge, that by this acadern Av- 
chombrotur had done as much fot him, as he had for Archombroray in 
killing Radirobener. ( reftor and Simphdas with the rett prefent, as 
they could , getting vp to Aneroeftas, were not ſatisfied with kiſſing 
him, not with talking with him: aboue all, the Souldier gloried in his 
art of the buſineſſe, who firſt diſcovered the King , and with ioy and 
Lond of reward beganneto looke bigge. Thus deuided among many, 
Anervefta; with much adoe returned at length ro Poliarchns, They 
tooke Hyam/be berweene them: Archombroruss were next before 
his Mother.So going outof the Temple,they not without trouble paſ- 
ſed thorow the throng ofthe people and ſouldiers, For while all ſtrive 
to appeate ſeruiceable, while they deſire to ſee and to be ſrene, no way!

That 
he therefore entreated them, they would not goe about to depriue him 
of his molt precious poverty, nor belceue that he could be of no victo 
his friends in their occaſions, who being preferd to a more familiar 
neereneſle to the Gods, could procuretheir fauour to ſuch as he loued, 
This great and ſcriousconſtancyintheexcellent old man, to perſiſt n 
hisreryred lite, did preſently giue occaſion of various diſcourſes : while 
lome commend his Getedeniochery wonder what ty in man- 
ners could adde to the honour of the Gods. Neither did Poliarchus 
want Argumer;-s, with which he both this rigid determination 
of his as blame- worthy, and alſo perf; im, that was backward in 
it, co returne £5 the cares to which are inured. Aneroeitxs heard 
them all (for many viedthe ſame perſwaſions)with amoſt quier ſilence;
